1538-9, he 
affirms, ‘there is a common faying, 
that one of the Hungerfords bu:lded 
this part of the caftie (rhe late noble 
hall and three ftare~chambers) by the 
preye of the duke of Orleans; whom 
he had taken prifoner.” The perfon 
here meant is the great Sir Walter

It alfo appears, in Dugdale’s Baro-:

Atitiquary Selden, “ that, by the law 
of arms (in thofe days), all captives 
whofe ranfom exceeded a certain {um 
Spice ~crowns).. belonged to the 
ng.” In this cafe we may reafon- 
ably fuppofe, that a prifoner of that 
clafs was not fuffered to remain in the 
hands of the captors, left they might 
be induced to compromife with the 
prifoner for his efcape, to the lofs and 
damage of the king. Charles, duke 
of Orleans, was taken prifoner at Agin- 
court, Ott. 25, 1415, and ranfomed in 
the beginning of 1440.

AKHAM, the county town, 
though not a corporate town, has 
a very handfome chorch and antient 
cafile, both of which are engraved in 
Wright’s Hiftory, hace which there

claims by prefeription a franchife of 
a very @acommon kind, viz. that, 
the firfl time any peer %of this king~ 
d6m thall bappen to pals through the 
precin&s of this lordfhip, he fhall 
forfeit as a homage a thoe from the 
horfe whereon he rideth, unilefs he re- 
deem it with money.” And, accords 
ing to the liberality of the nobleman

fpeed, to its utmoft pitch of excel- 
lence; at that period, wheh the world 
looked forward to its futore glory, with 
the fame pleafing expeétation, with 
which a parent anticipates the honour 
of his fon, about to arrive at the age of 
manhood, Nay, this fire of poeiry 
blazed with fuch an aftonifhing ardour 
as not to be extinguithable by circum- 
flances which (it might naturally have 
been fuppofed) would have thrown a 
more than Stygian gloom over it, and 
defiroyed the hopes of the rifing gene- 
ration. Though Darius was leading 
his myriads againft the feat of clepant 
literature; tho’ death, or flavery worfe 
than death, hung over devored Greece; 
‘yet, amidft all the horrors of war, her 

allant fons found leifure to woo the 

ufes; under their influence to feek 
for the alleviation of their labours; 


and to court their patronage as well as 


that of Mars or Minerva. 

Among others, Aifchylus knew well 
how to roule every generous feeling in 
the theatre, and to lead a conquering 
army to glory in the field: 

"ApPoregor, nga reeds D pais, nab Sever 
words, 

But, without dwelling longer on 
thefe general obfervations, let us come 
more clofely to the point, and examine 
fome diftinguithing circumftances in 
the tragedy of Prometheus; a drama, 
both in refpeé&t of the variety of its fi. 

ures and images, and the grandeur of 
ns fentiment and diétion, the firft, and 
the moft excellent, of our poet’s pro- 
ions, Well might the author of 
Tuch a tragedy fay, that he would en- 
treft his works to pofterity, from whom, 
he doubted not, he fhould receive all 
the honours he deferved, In the va- 
tious interefting fcenes of it, we trace 
Without, difficulty that ardour which 
fone with fuch {uftre at Marzthon, at 
, at Salamis. Ic could not have 

been the work of any buta great mind 
sa fpirit which could not brook the 
its of this world; which was not 
SOntested with human agents, but 
Made every charaCler a divinity, and 
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carried his fcenes beyond the excurs 
fions of mortal man®. And furely 
imagination can fearcely form any 
thing to itfelf more awful ! Every. cire 
cumftance difplays that amazing mage 
nificence, with which our author’s ges 
niu$ is invefted. He is fierce, vehe« 
ment, tragical, terrible! In his fenti- 
ments, elevated, warm, bold, and 
piercing ; in his images, fruirful, ine 
terefting, and !uxuriint; in his diétion, 
fublime, majeftic, fevere, and dread- 
ful; in that fort of poetry, to which 
alone he feems adapted by Natare (I 
mean force, ardour, impetuofity, and 
grandeur), infinitely fuperiot to every 
author whofe works have furvived the 
wreck of time f. F 

With refpeé& to the argument of 
this tragedy, it has been long obferved 
by an eminent critick, ‘* that it was of 
the utmoft importance; that ic was ta- 
ken from the Hebrews, and indeed 
from the infitutes of Mofes; and, al- 
though the Holy Scriptures contain, in 
the fulleft extent, whatever can inform 
the underftandiog, or improve the 
heart, yet that wife and good men 
have always treated che work in quef- 
tion with the shipgheft refpe&t; and, 
confidering it as by no means an ufe. 
lefs appendage to facret learning, have, 
as fuch, recommended it to others ¢.” 

If the fubje& be deemed nor an im. 
proper one for Mr. Ufban’s compre- 
henfive page, I fhill proceed, in the 
fequel, to trace the wonderful analogy 
which the antient fathers of the Church 
difcovered between the chaihs of Pro- 
metheus, and the fufferings of the Re- 
deemer of mankind. 

It might be expe*ted that we thould 
here fpeak of Ariftotle, and of the 
rules by which he regulated the Greek 
theatre. But the tragedy before us 
feems to be amenable to no human 
laws; the rapidity of the author's 
fancy led him beyond them as well as 
beyond the fyftem of Nature

Mr. URBAN, Feb, 19. 

ERHAPS there never was a {peech 

delivered in the Houfe of Com- 
mons containing more irrefiftible argu- 
ment than that of the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer on the motion for the 
fecond reading of a bil! for empower- 
ing juftices of the peace to fix the 
wages ef labourers in hufbandry ; from 
which it appears, that every attempt 
on the part of Oppofition to leffen Mr. 
Piu in the eftimation of the publick, 
has no other effe&t than that of giving 
him new opportunities of rifing in its 
efteem. J confefs, I trembled when I 
faw him, at this critical and. peculiar 
jun@ure, under the necelfity of ob- 
jeGting to a meafure which  feemed to 
originate in a defire of ameliorating the 
condition of the Jabouring part of the 
community. But on this, ason every 
other occafion of difficulty, the refult 
of the debate fhews how little reafon 
his friends had for apprehenfion. 

What Mr. Pitt hath urged with fo 
much eloquence, refpe&ting the pro- 
perty of the poor, inerits the attention 
of every parith in the kingdom. 

It was ufual,” faid he, “with the 
magiftrate to deny any affiftance while the 
poor claimant had any property ; but pro- 

ought to be made the {pur and re- 
ward of induftry; and hence, by a judi- 
cious regulation, ought to be a fuperior 
claim to protéftion. Property fhould be, 
as much as poffible, made perfonal, pre- 
ferved to the owner as the fruits of his 
earnings, inftead of degrading a poor man 
becaufe he had it, and making him difpofe 
of it. The views of the poor would thus 
be turned to the interefts of the country, 
and national evils would be prevented, and 
national wealth increafed.’’ 

This, Mr. Urban, brings to my re- 
colle&tion a very ingenious propofal, 
which was, many years fince, made to 
the parith of Enfield, in the county of 
Middiefex, by Mr. Sherwen; from 
which I beg leave to prefent you with 
the following extraé&s, fincerely with- 
. ing that the good fenfe and found ar- 
gument which they contain may, by

your means, become more generally 
known. 

* It is perhaps entirely owing,’’ fays this 
writer, to mifmanagement in the very 
firft inftance that our workhovfes are fo 
much crowded. From the moment that.a 
family comes under the denomination of 
paupers, whether it proceeds from una- 
voidable calamity, or from vice and idie- 
nefs, be the caufe what it will, from the 
day they are admitted into a workhoufe 
every idea of property ceafes, The mind, 
if not already debafed, foon becomes fo, 
and the miferable objeéts are literally flaves 
for life in the bofom of a land of liberty. 

To abftraét the idea of property is to 
root out every principle of induftry. And 
that thisis really the cafe in every work- 
houfe can hardly bedoubted. When fick- 
nefs and povetty gradually get the upper- 
hand, every little houfehold moveable as 
gradually difappears, being fold or pawaed 
to ward off the fatal day. They well know 
that, when they are admitted to a work- 
houfe, the mater will lay claim to their 
furniture, if any fuch exifts. When they 
have once become inmates of a workhoufe, 
is it poflible for them ever after to emerge, 
and become ufeful or creditable members 
of the community ? Admitting the re-efta- 
blifhment of health and ftrength, the very 
garb, if not the reputation, of a work- 
houfe, effectually fhuts the doors of the 
wealthy from employing them. “They are 


‘ deftitute of friends or money to put them- 


felves forward ; and every future exertion 
of induftry is not for themfelves, but goes 
to increafe the mafter’s emolument. He 
will tell you, perhaps, that it is upon the 
produce of their labour that he is enabled 
to take them at the ftipulated fum.—Be- 
lieve it not. 

“ Let usthen, for one year at leaft, try. 
a different method. Let the poor be fup- 
ported, as they now really are, entirely at 
the expence of the parifh; but let the pro- 
duce of their induftry, to the utmoft farthing, 
be fuffered to accumMuLate for themfelves, 
Let every perfon, who is admitted into a 
workhoufe, have the comfortable profpeét 
in a few months of being able to launch 
once more into the world with better exe 


perience, and with a habit of fobriety and. 


induftry, which, in a well-regulated 
workhoufe, he may gradually acquire. — 
“ Should you adopt a refolution of this 
kind, depend upon it, in one day you 
would turn a neft of idle, difcontented, 
troublefome wretches, into an orderly and 
thriving community, refembling a {warm 
of induftrious bees. Every hand will be 
animated with the profpeét of a future efta- 
blifhment in life; and, before the clofe of 
the fummer, without a fhilling additional 
expence, the number of your paupers = 
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*be confiderably reduced—None will re- 
main but the:children, the aged, and the 
infirm, whom, independent of parliamen- 
tary obligation, it is our duty as Chriftians 
chearfully to fupport. 

« Should it be objeéted, that the whole 
of their earnings is too large a proportion ; 
lanfwer, No. The fooner they are ena- 
bled to provide for themfelves, the better 
for the parith. 

“It muy be alleged, that fuch a plan 


. would be an invitation to the idle and diffi- — 
I believe there is noclafs of man- ‘ 


pated, 
kind, however idle or diffipated, that 
would voluntarily court admiffion into a 
workhoufe. Should there, however, be 
any iuch, it is only neceffary to recollect, 
that their admiffion and difcharge will ftill 
reft with the gentlemen who fuperintend. 

Perhaps a more fubftantial objection 
occurs, from the. idea, that maintaining a 
drunken fellow till he has earned a few 
pounds, and then difcharging him, would 
only be fending him to the nex: alehoufe 
to fpend it. To this it is anfwered, that 
the characters of fuch are generally well 
known; and if, upon a proper trial, by 
advancing a part only of their earnings, 
they are found incorrigible, let them be 
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what I ftated of his having been ap- 
prentice to a “barber, and having run 
away and got aboard Sir John Nor- 
ris’s thip. Sir John had-the command 
of a fleet fitted out in 1740, at which 
time Mr D. was 16 years of age; a 
period which admits of the firft part of 
my flory being true. I mentioned his 
being at the fiege of Quebec, and his 
merit on that occafion.

pudding, or bread, recommended in 
vol. LXV. p. 10065; and, as no one 
has takee up the pen on the fubje&, I 
muh beg leave to reétify the gentle- 
man as to the expence of the, ingredi- 
ents. He, and every one who propo- 
fes any method of ceconomy in bread, 
deferves thanks; but, if the calcula- 
tion proves erroneous, the faving will 
fall thort of the good intended; and 
the poor will fay it 1s not near fo nutri- 
tive as meat with bread. Rice in large 
quantities they cannot reach to pur- 
chafe; nor even thole a litle higher 
than the very poor, and who are above 
yeceiving donations, yet perhaps find 
it harder to firuggie to bring up their 
families with decency. 1 have made 
both the pudding and bread according 
to the direftions, and have found them 
both very good; nor, indeed, can a 
sice-pudding of ‘amy kind be amifs; 
for, L join with your correfpondent in 
thinking rice very palatable, as well as 
wfleful in. cookery. But the expence 
of his pudding i» as follows:

, Four ounces of raifins - 0 if 
‘Two ounces of fugar -- o 1 
Two quartsof mik + © 7

I believe every article fet down is at 
the cheapeft retail rate it can be got. 
Milk and baking, whatever it may be 
in the country, in and round the me- 
tropolis is not ro be had more reafon- 
able. This and the boiled riceypud- 
ding will be a good help, and a pala- 
table wholefome change in large fami- 
lies, efpecially to children; but the la- 
bouringman will never be perfuaded 
he can work upon this food equal to 
meat; nor do Ll think myfeif he could, 
though I am periuaded we feed too 
much upon animal dict in England, 
which undoubtediy brings on, and 
‘ promotes, the fcurvy. I have difufed 
pattry in my family ever fince the 
dearth, and in its ftead have had boil- 
ed rice-puddings with currants, cher- 
ries, damfons, or whatever fruit was 
in feafon, now apples, and think it 
more grate/ul to che palate, and lefs 
heavy to the ftomach, than pies. 1 
have made potatoe bread fome time; 
think it much pleafanter than the (a- 
dulterated> baker’s bread, but believe 
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it is not fo nourithing as wheaten bread, _ 


nor does it go fo far, and confequently 
find it dearer; nor can private fami-« 
lies, who muft beytheir flour in fmalt 
quantities, and fend the bread to be 
baked, ever find it anfwer in point of 
individual faving, though it. may leffen 
the confumption of wheaten flour in 
re(pect of the whole community. Rye- 
flour L have not been able to get at all, 
or I fhould prefer that a8 a mixture, 
The rice-bread made very pleafast, 
but I found it lod in the oven a pound, 
I made that too according to the di- 
re“lion, only it would not take above 
half a pint of mik; and I reckoned 
the expence of that 15. 8d. 

Potatoes and flour, mixed with fuet; 
make good dumplings or puddings; 
fill berter with fome raifins, without 
any egus. I fpeak of thefe as cheap 
puddings.

On the fame fide are-feve- 
ral apartments, one of which is inha- 
bited; another is converted into a 
pound-houfe, in which ftands a moor- 
ftone trough of ‘great bulk, for the 
purpofe of breaking apples for the 
pound. The following meafurement 
I received from a learned gentleman 
_ who has paid great attention to thefe 
ruins. The diameter of this ftone is 9 
feet 4 inches, depth 3 feet 6 inches, 1- 
half of which ‘is funk in the ground ; 
the fuppofed weight, before it was hol- 
lowed, he compures muft amount to 
above'soo tons, It is of the granite 
kind, and affords matter of fui prize 
by what means it was brought and 
‘placed there; ftones of thet quality 
not being to’ be found within the dif- 
_ tance of many miles, round the abbey 
being one continued lime-rock, which 
is worked at many places to a depth, 
height, and extent, furprizing, and 
forming a vaft cavern, at once terrific 
..and beautiful, which proves an inex- 
hauftibie fund of gain to the owner, 
The remainder of thefe ruins are fitu- 
ated in an orchaid onthe Weftern fide 
of the rvad, at the borton of which 
runs with fileot murmur the river Dart, 
feemingly regretting the downtal of 
the abbey. The fictt thing that pre- 
fents itfeif, tradition fays, was the ab- 
bot’s cellar, which is entered by a 
{mali Gothic gateway, and is about 28 
paces long, and 12 wide, arched over- 
head, and in days of yore, no doubt, 
well ftored wih delicious liquors, of 
which the monks knew patliog well 
‘the true go. Bur, alas! fo great is 
the change, that even Richard the, 
Third’s fione coffin being ufed as a 
4rinking-trough for horfes at an inn 
would not bea greater contraft. In- 
flead of rofy-gill’d fathers of abfinence 
filling the luxurious bow! from this 
‘facred repofitory, itis now become the 
fummer fhie'd for the brute creation, 
who feek to cool their feet in the miry 
puddle, formed by the ovesfowing of 
a moft excellent fpring of tweet and 
clear water on the Eakern fide of this 
cellar, At one end remain a few fteps, 
which led to the ruin above, which 
our guide told us_was the abbot’s

On removing fome of 
thefe bufhes we could plainly obferve 
the holes in which the joifts and fleep- 
ers refted for the fupport of the floors 
ing, from which we judged the roomsto 
be about 6 feet in height in the clear, 
one above theother. Thefe,we were told, 
folely belonged to the abbot.

the North-gaft fide appear the walls 
and foundation of this once-fpacious 
and fplendid feat of fuperftition; the 
abbey-church, and the remains of its 
tower, ali lying in fuch mafly frags 
ments, that it 1s fcarcely to be con- 
ceived by what power fo vaft a fabrick 
could be disjointed. The walls appear 
to be of the thicknefs of 9 or 10 feet,

found it among the ruins of Buckfaft 
abbey. I do not find it edited either 
by Wife, Fotkes, or Snelling; but, 
on perufing Noble’s ‘ Differtation on 
the Mint and Coins of the epifcopal 
Palatines of Durham,” I find’ a coin 
nearly fimilar, the only obfervable dif- 
ference being in the mint-mark, that 
mentioned by Noble having a boar’s 
head, and the one in my poffeffion a 
crofs purée; Noble’s alfo poffeffes a 
figure of the crofs on the breaft of the 
king, which the other has not. He 
telis us his is a penny of Bifhop Sher- 
wood, who had the temporalities re- 
ftored to him the 6th of Avguft, in 
the firft year of the reign of Richard 
IIL., and that he furvived the tyrant 
many years. The motos of thefe 
pennys are exaétly fimilar reading ; on 
the obverfe; RICARDVS REX AN- 
GLIE, with the head of the kiog, full 
face, within a circle of annulets; the 
reverfe, CIVITAS DVNOLM, a crofs 
paiée quartering a circle of anoulets, 
with the ufual type of three annulets 
in each querter. I fill have my doubts 
whether this penny may be attributed 
to Bifhop Sherwood, through the cir- 
cumflance of the” mini-maik ; Noble 
fay:ng the ufual mint-mark vufed by 
him was the boar’s head, and that 
the regal money ufually carried the 
fame mirk. I have feen feveral, en- 
gravings of various pennys bearing Ri- 
chard’s head with various mint.marks, 
but have never as yet found one as 
above deferibed, therefore fuppofe it 
to be unique. Wot leng before the 
death of rive lace ingenious and learned 
Rev. Richasd, Southgate,’ being in 
London, I communicated the coin ‘to 
him, and had his promife of elucida- 
ting the fame, but, leaving town foon- 
er than I intended, and his death hap- 
pening foon afrer, prevented my recei- 
ving thet pieafure which a letter from 
fo great a man would have giyen me;

“On Friday fe’nnight a Swallow was 
feen by many people fiying about the tans 
yard of Mr. Norris, of Shafrfbury ; a very 
fingular circumftance on the 22d of Janus 
ary, and muft add to the many conjeétures 
refpecting the emigration of this bird.” 

If Clericus Eboracenfis, p. 4, had 
afferted, that he himfelf had adtually 
feen a party of fwallows plunge iotoa 
lake, I might have given fome credit 
to his affertion; but, as it is, he muft 
excufe my not canfidering a piece of 
hearlay evidence as a ‘** convincing 
proof” of the faét advanced. The 
friend of Cicricus Eboracenfis might 
impofe upon him either intentionally 
or unintentiona ly; for, he, might ei- 
ther play off a jocular falfity, or he 
might be deceived himfelf by the birds 
fetiling on a bed of ruthy grafs within 
the boundaries of the lake, from which 
they probably afterwards rofe again. 

1 was furprized, as well as Mr.Dicke 
enfon, p. 4, at what Candide, vol, 
LXV.’ p. 980, could mean by eniift- 
ing the cuckow among the hawks, the 
former (befides other differences) be- 
ing infectiverous, and che latter care 
niverous, At leagth, however, it o¢-

form of a hawk, and that its voice al- 
ters as well as its fhape and plumage. 
Piin. Nat. Hift. b. 10. Candide is alfo 
in an error when he fays, that it is 
very-uncommon to fee two cuckoos 
together: for, I have often feen two 
fly over my premifes together, and 
have often obferved two to fettle with- 
in a fhort {pace of each other, and ut- 
ter their note in anfwer to one another 
for a quarter of an hour at a time, even 
till both have been hoarfe. 

I wonder there is not mention made, 
jn the very intelligent and enrertaining 
account of a ramble over Dartmoor,

. probably grows Apontancoufly on that 
‘ wild as well as on Exmoor, whereon I 


have feen it in feveral places. 
On the cover of the laft Number of 


, the Boranical Magazine, I fee that the 


fcientific editor of that moft elegant 
work is recommending to the publick 
the ufe of a very valuable vegetable, 
called fea-kale, 
method of managing it is, I know not; 
but I have for three years paft found 


it to thrive exceedingly well in a mix-~ 


ture of two-thirds of wlerably good 
loam and one-third of coal-athes finely 
fifted together; which fuccefs was 
Contrary to my expectation ; for, as it 
is a native of our fea-fhore, I was 
afraid it would not have lived without 
fome fea-fand being mixed with the 
foil I placed it in.

What Mr. Curtis’s 
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lowing feafon of their annual refidence 
among us; and, in particular, on their 
firft arrival, in the enfuing month of 
April, I would requeft them to ob- 
ferve, whether any of the Swatlows 
(who are eafily diftinguithed fiom the 
Houfe-martins by the white backs of 
the latter) appear ar firft without the 
two long exterior feathers, which 
chiefly form their forked tails. I think 
‘I have obferved, that the young brood 
of the Swallows have not atrained this 
difliadion before they leave us in au- 
tumn, J believe they have twofuce 
ceflive broods every furmmmer, or, at 
leaft, that fome of them breed fo late 
that their young have mot long fowa 
before their departure; and thefe, I 
am confident, have not mouited, fo as 
to attain their forked-tads, before they 
difappear. Now, if it fhould be found 
that, at their arrival in the enfuing 
{pring, every Swallow is feen with the 
forked tail tully grown, then he muft 
have moulted during his abfence; and 
WNaturalifts may confider, whether this 
great operation of Nature can be geni- 
ally performed while thefe animais are 
torpid in a cave, or congeaied in a 
mafs at the bottom of a lake. - If, on 
the contrary, any birds, thould make 
their firft appearance in the fame firft 
plumgze in which they left us, and 
with their forked tails not growa out, 
then fuch birds may be fuppofed to 
have paffed their winter in a torpid 
ftate. 

But, that a great part of them mi- 
&rate there can be no doubt, as they 
have been feen at their departurein 
their middle flight (by our navigators) 
—and are tound {pread over fo neara 
continent as Africa, during the time 
they leave us, 

it was to prepare for their fubfiftence 
during thew paflage that their crops 
were fo filled as to make them drowly, 
and appear fo moped to your ingenious 
,correipondent, 

And, with regard to. the continent 
of Africa, where they are feen ia 
winter as abundant as they are with us 
in fummer*, it fhould be remembered 
that, yuft about che time they reture to 
us, that country is rendered unfit for 
their refidence by the great periodical 
rains, which commence in April, and 
continue to deluge the atmotphe-e for

feveral months. And this occafions 
the periodical {welling and overflow of 
the Nile, and of other great rivers in 
that continent. So that the Swallow, 
even if he could continue to fly abour 
amid thefe defcending torrents, could 
not well fubfid, after all the flies, or 
which he feeds, are fwept and wathed 
away therein, 

Whether the Houfe-martin and 
Sand-martih are found there fkimming 
about, mrermingled with the Swallow, 
as they are feen in Europe, deferves 
the attention of curious enquirers; and 
more efpecially the Swift, or Black- 
martin, who does hot intermix with 
the others, generally foaring higher. 
This bird, I have underftood, is not 
feen in Africa, but is common in Ben- 
gal andthe great peninfula of India, at 
the time it difappears from us; ‘for, fo 
T have been affured by gentlemen from 
shat country. This is a faét which 
might be eafily afcertained by fuch of 
Our countrymen as refide in India; 
who would do well to obferve whether 
this bird breeds there; at what time he 
firh makes his appearance; and alfo 
when he leaves that country, which, I 
prefume, we fhall find to be as their 
periodical rains come on. 

The Swift does not reaoh us quite fo 
early as the other fpecies, and leaves 
us about the middle of Auguft. He is 
continually on the wing, and flies with 
very fuperior velocity, No one will 
doubt but he'flies more than twomiles 
in a minute, or 120 miles in an hour. 
Let the Naturalift, then, calculate how 
many days it would coft him to reach 
the fartheft part of India. Yet he, 
like other birds of precarious fubfift- 
ence, can probably furvive a long time 
on little or no food*; fer, the writer 
of this once faw one, not quite dead, 
which had been found in a neglected 
room in the month of O&ober, 

The late Mr. Johan Hunter made 
fome curious experiments to alcertaip 
whether the Swajlow, at the time he 
difappeared from us, was difpofed to 
fleep, or immerge in water; the refule 
and exaét account of which, it is ho- 
ped, will be found among his papers, 
and communicated to the world. In 
the interim, the writer of this may 
poffibly, in a fyrure Number, relate 
the particulars,, which he once heard

Candide, p. 96, is right im his 
conjeGture, that the “note cuckoo is 
that of love ;’”’ as it is obfervable, that 
thefe birds fing onla a few of the feve- 
ral months they are with us ¢ indeed, 
it appears to me, that it is a faculty 
that they ‘do notalways enjoy ; as, at 
the commencement of their finging, 
and for fume weeks before they entire- 
ly ceafe, they cannot articulate the 
word, but ftammer exceedingly, re- 
peating the fir fyllable (cucmcuco 


- ¢ut—cuchkoo) many times: 


Be pleafed to inform your other cor. 
refpondent, p. 116, that Linnzus enu- 
merates tweive fpecies ‘¢ under the 
genus birundo ;” but, as the four only,, 
mentioned by P. (viz. the birundo do- 
méflica, agreflis, riparia, and apus), 
are known with us, it is‘ not neceflary 
to particularize the others. His de- 
fcription of the birundo apus, black. 
martin, fwifs, or diveling, is juft, ex- 
cept that I never knew of its building 
its neft ina chimney,! but univerfally 
in old towers, as fteeples, &c. Indeed, 
though undoubtedly of the fame clafs, 
they do not ufually affociate with the 
Mastin and Swallow while here, any 
more than in the time of their coming 
or departure: as the Swallow generally 
makes its appearance three or four 
weeks before the Swift, whowniformly 
departs in the beginning of Augufl; 
yee the Martins and Swallows fre- 
quently flay fix or feven Weeks later, 
From this, Mr. Urban, you will cone - 
clude that I am an advocate for their 
migration, which, 1 think without , 
prejudice, is the moft reafongble hy- 
pothefisy that has yet been advanced. 
For, though fuch venerable names as 
Ariftotle, Pliny, Olaus Magnus, Et- 
muller, Colas, and Klein, with ‘the 
refpe&table Daines Barrington*, ftand 
as advocates for their torpidity, or im- 
merfion, yet the well-atrefted evidence 
of the prince of anatomifts, Mr. Joha 
Hunter, of their incapability of exift. 
ence in fuch fituations, with me ene 
tirely confutes fuch improbable ideas; 
efpecially as our Opponents declare, 
that they have procured large quanti- 
ties of them from the bottonrs of fro 
zen lakes, ponds, &c.; which, being

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‘expofed to a genial heat, have revived ! 
(See Olaus Magnus, Diff. II. c. 105 
Philof. Tranf. &c.). To confute this, 
be it remembered, that fithes (when in 
their satural element), being confined 
beneath ice, immediately die. 

But why, Sir, thould the migration 
of thefe fpecies-be denied, when we 
have fuch undoubted proofs that ama- 
zing numbers of other fpecies periodi- 


‘eally vifit our coafts from Lapland, 


and other more diftant countries? Fhe 
woodcock, for inftance (to fale& one 
from the numerous genera of curlews, 
fand-pipers, wwater-fowh, &c.), we 
know, comet’ from Sweden, Norway, 
and Pruffia; and, perhaps, manifefts a 
greater degree of inftin& than 1s obfer- 
vable in the birundines, in choofing 
the nights neareft the full- moon for its 
paflage. They fly with fuch a degree 
of velocity as to ftrike themfelyes dead 
againft the light-houfes, and other lu- 
minous objefts, which attraét their at- 
tention; and in fuch numbers, that I 
have known the keeper of a neigh- 
bouring pharos to pick up fix or feven 
thus killed in a night; yet, it is not 
unfrequent that they are fo exhautted 
jn flight as eafily to be taken, on their 
firft landing, by hand ;-and, therefore, 
I fuppofe many muft perith in their at- 
tempt to crofs the fea. This probably 
will account for the appearance of the 
two Swallows, which Dr. Colas de- 
clares that he faw juft come out of the 
-water near the houfe of the Earl of 
Dobna (as well as for thofe which 
Clerics Eboracenfis’s friend faw drop 
into a fake). Might they not have 
been fo exhavfted in their paffsge as to 
hase dropped on the cdge of the water, 
and fortunately have ftruggled on 
fhore? Tis appears to me much more 
geen than that. they fhould have 
ain dormant at the bottom of the lake 
‘for fome months, and then emerged ! 
But, have we no pofitive tetimonies of 
‘their migration? If we have but one 
‘that is well attefted, it is, as Candide 
obferves, “ad well as an hundred.”

fituation of Camsaladonum, I fhall not 
therefore make any farther remarks with 
relation to that town, but beg leave to 
Jay before him the arguments, which 
have appeared to me fufficient to prove 
any particular town one of thefe men~ 
tioned in the Old Itinerary, that atleaht 
I may thew him that J have not differed 
from him. without what appeared. to 
me weighty and folid reafons, 

1 am afraid I fhall not prejudice him 
in my fevour by confeffing, that I have 
been infenfibly Jed intoan inquiry after 
the antient towns mentioned by Anto- 
ninus without any previous knowledge 
of, or any inclination towards, the fludy 
of antiquities. Ar firft it was a matter 
of mere curiofity, which I had no 
doubt would have been completely fa- 
tisfied; for I had no fufpicion thata 
work which had employed fo meny 
of our firft Antiquaries could remain 
imperfeétly dnderftood. This, how 
ever, proved to be the cafe; for, when 
Ihadconfulted Burton, Gare, Ho:fley, 
Camden, and every writer I could 
meet with who had treated upon this 
fubje&, feveral towns appeared not to 
have received their true pofition from 
any ofthem. Nor had any of thefe 
authors made any attempt to determine 
with precifion the age or avthor of the 
work, nor yet have they given any ac- 
count of the whole work, but have con- 
fined themfe!ves entirely to the ‘Iter 
Britanniarum,” which contains only a 
wery {mall part of it. This difcovery 
naturally excited » with that thefe de- 
ficiencies might be fupported ; and, as 
the fubjeE& was by this time become 
familiar to me, I could not refift the 
bold adventure, It may appear a pre- 
fumption, but it will not be found fo, 
if it is confidered what great improve- 
ments have been made in our county- 
maps and books of roads, impléments 
fo neceffary in the ‘tracing of thofe jour- 
neys and the difcoveries that have been 
continually made of Roman antiquities 
in all parts of the kingdom in the lait 
few years. A commentator upon Anto- 
ninus nowhas not only all the ad vantages 
arifing from fuch dble predeceffors,‘but 
all thofe helps and affiftances, the want 
of which rendered it impoflible for the 
greateft abilities before to give any re- 
gular and reafonable account of it. 

Through the mediation of a friend, I 
obtained a loan of Weficling’s edition 
of the whole work, To make my/(elf 
well acquainted with it, I not only 
fearched every part of it carefully, but 
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drew up an abridged view of it, and 


atthe fame time, by the afliftance of, 


Ceilarius and the old geographers, 
took the pains to ¢onfiruét maps forall 
parts of it. By the aid of thefe, I was 
able to form a very exaét idea of the 
nature and conftruétion of the whole, 
And, from this general view, I was 
enabled not only to obtain very good 
probable accounts with regard to the 
age and author, but alfo the occafion 
of it; a circumftance, which, I do not 
find, has been ever yet fulpected. 

T. F. fuppofes the Itinerary to be 
the journal of fomie Roman officer. In 
which Lagree with him, but have ven. 
tured a itep farther, evento namie the 
perfon, 
day in looking over. my maps; and I 
had the pleafure to find the hiftory of 
that perfon couptenance it beyond my 
utmoft expe&ations, 

T.F. looks upon this traveller as 
vifiting-thefe towns rather for curiofity 
than bufinefs, and yet objeéts to my 
fending him round by Canudon to go 
to Chelmsford, ‘ Either bufinefs or cu- 
riofity might carry him there, and e- 
qually incline him to return into the 


road at or nearChelmsford. The near-~ 


nefs or dire&inefs of his road could fel 
dom be a confideration in his jour- 
neys,or he would not have travelled 
from Carlifle by way of York, and 
thence to Chefterto getto Richborough 
in Kent, nor yet from Chichefter (Reg- 
num) by Winchefler and Callova Al+ 
trebantium to London. 

The original work contains no inti- 
mation of the intention.or caufe of its 
being compofed., It is a bare lift of 
towns’ namés in all parts of the Ro- 
man Empire,with their diftances in Ro- 
man miles. Ali Englith writers have 
concluded thefe towns to be ftations of 
the Roman foldiery; and to this opinion 
I confider T.F. as acceding, when 
he judges of the fituation of Claufen- 
tum by the appearance of the country. 
‘This opinion, no dopbt, arofe from the 
circumftance, that in. this ifland moft 
of the Antonine towns have remains of 
{tations nearthem. But I by no means 
confider this a pofitive eppendage to 
them, or neceflary to prove their iden« 
tity. The greateft number of towns 
feem to be in Italy, where it was not 
likely there fhould be fo many garfi« 
fons. And in Spain only one legion is 
mentioned, which could not be fuffi- 
cient to {pread over the whole, face 
that extenfive country, In thort, I fee 
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The idea occurred to me one | 











no reafon to think of thefe places o- 
therwife than merely as towns, in ge- 
neral. diftinguifhed in no way from 
others than as larger and more popu- 
Jous, a diftin@tion which remains with 
mott of them to this day. 

The only criterion which the work 
affords to point out any town is its dif- 
tance in Roman miles from one, gene- 
rally two, and fometimes three other 
towns. Independent of Roman roads 
and Roman antiquities, this muft be al- 
lowed the grad proof to be looked for 
in fettling an Antonine town. 1 can- 
not think the ufefulnefs of this, curious 
work would have been much dimi- 
nithed; if neither known Roman roads 
mor antiquities had been difcovered. 
Fer, it will be found that the diflances 

enerally lead to towns that have pro- 
aced the moft pofitive proofs of thejr 
being Roman. I am fo convinced of 
the neceffity of thewing that the dif- 
tance of every town agrees with the 
pumber in the Itinerary, that, if 1 have 
‘appeared to haye fixed. the pofition of 
anytown, without regarding ** the re- 
Jative diftances’ from the towm which 
cedeés or follows,” I have been mif- 
informed as to thofe diftances. If I 
am fo fortunate 'as to render my re- 
fearches worth the attention of the 
ipublick, the only merit J can claim will 
bs, that 1 have given this argument its 
‘full force, and have never faid that the 
@iftance agrees with the numbers with- 
out proving it on the beft evidence I 
could procure,, This proof was not in 
the power of any. of the old commen- 
tators; but I have bad the fatisfadtion 
ina great, many. inflances to find ic 
_ confirming their conjectures. 

But the numerals have been by many 
looked upon)as fo corrupt that they 
cannot be at all depended upon, and 
confequenily of po ule. I cannot fay, 
however, that I have foundthem to be 
fo. The far greater fhare of them ap- 
pearto be accurate and exact. And 
ety few of them have loft the whole 
Of their original form in all the copies 
we have of this work. In fome of 
them numerals are omitted, in othets 
Changed, but the real diftance of the 
towns fupplies correétions fo natural 
that the true reading cannot often be 
doybred of. Lam here {peaking only of 
the numbers of the “ lier Britannia- 
Tum,” I cannor be fuppofed to be fo 
well acquainted with thofe of the

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whole work; but from thefe there is 
reafon to infer that the reft are the 
fame. ; : 
A ftri&t regard to thie diftances in this 
work maft lead to a difcovery of the 
true proportion between the Roman 
and the Englith mile. .

In examining 
the principles on which the piefen 
calculation is founded, I was fubpeised 
to find them fo vague and uncertain, 
that no two writers feemed to agreé 
either in their principles or conclufions.

‘Stowmarket TF have, propofed-ds'the 
Sitomagus of the Ttinerary.. The dif- 
tance from Caftor excited the fappofi- 
tion, and the refémblance between the 
antient afd modern names added fome 
weight toit.. Noanriquities have been 
found here that I’ know’of, but f fee 
Hayley new fireet at no great diflance 
from it onthe road to Thetford, which 
makes me fufpeét that it lies upon a 
Roman road. But “I cannot cone 
ceive the objet, fays J. F. for going 
The dif- 
tances on bosch fides and name princi 
pally-pagain the diftance between Ven- 
ta and Combretonium admits or rae 
ther calls for this digreffion.

T NTENSE and uncomfortable as the 
winter of 1794-5 was (and I fin- 
cerely hope we thal! not foon experi- 
ence fuch another), it muft be allowed 
that the inhabitants of England have 
but little reafon to complain, when we 
remember that the Roflians, Germans, 
and Americans, feldom have a milder, 
and how often they foffer much more 
dreadful cold during winter, which not 
only benumDs their faculties, but de- 
prives them in many inftances of all 
employment. Let our prefent weather 
be compared with what moft probably 
the Ruffians and the Northern States of 
America are now enduring from cold ; 
and what Englifhman but will feel 
himfelf happy in the comparifon! An 
idea of a Pennfylyanian winter may 
be formed from the following account 

of a ride of 37 miles in the year 1780. 
At fix o’ciock’ in the morning of the 
aft of January, four ladies, one pgen- 
tieman, and myfelf, in two phuetons 
(that which 1 was in was driven by a 
Negro man, the otlier by the gentle- 
man ), left Philadelphia for Pottstown, 
37 miles from the former, The morn- 
ing was fuch, that all che powers of 
Nature feemed frozen; the wind was 
hufhed, “the rack ftood fill,” each 
blade of grafs was crifped, every effort 
ef vegetation was fulpended, and the 
earth piefented 4 furtace folid as a 
rock ; in few words, the thermometer 
was many degrees below o. There 
was every fymptom of an approaching 
fnow-lftorm. As we paffed Market- 
fireet, our attention to vurfelves was 
withdrawn by a tremendous fire; it 
was the houle occupied by the French 
minifier in flames. About 11 o’clock 
it began tofnow, bat not fo as to be 
yery difagreeable. At two we reached 
the inn at which we were to dine, haif 
Our journcy done; where the warmth

of an enormous fire fo exhilarated the 


Spirits of the company, that, in defir, 


ance of the admonitions of the prudent 
part of the fet, a handfome dinner was 
ordered to be fet downs which was 
not eaten and paid for till half 

four. By this time the foow fell thick, 
the wind was high, and the cold into. 
lerable. Every expedient was adopted 
to make us as comfortable as potfible 


_a large ftone, heated and wrapped in 


woollen cloths, laid at our.feet, was 
much depended on as a fovereign antie 
dote to the cold; but, alas! it. was 
made too hot, it burnt through its cos 
vering, and “we fent it hiffing through 
the fnow to the road. With much 
difficulty we arrived at Perkioming 
creek, 22 miles from Philadelphia, a 
fiream about the fize of the river 
Trent. Its rapidity prevents its being 
firmly frozen in all parts.» Where the 
road croffes it, as there was no bridge, 
the ice had been broken fo as to admit 
a carriage to fordit, Here our misfor- 
tunes began. It was nearly night; 
and, the wind aod {now increafing, it 


was fettled that we fhould walk acrofs ° 


the creek, while the carriages fhouid be 
got over as well as circumftances 
would admit. Oar driver fucceeded: 
not fo the other; the horfes terrified, 
and chilled to the heart, refufed to 
take to the water without Violence, 
which made them fo torally ungovetn- 
able that they fairly difengaged thems 
felyes, and left the phaeton and driver 
jn the utmoft danger amongft the ice; 
the harnels was nearly torn ¢o, pieces, 
Our horfes were obliged to drag out 
the carriage; which.was not ‘effetted 
without difficulty and danger. Fortue 
nately, however, we at laft reached an 
ion oo the bank, Our driver was 
nearly exhaufted by fatigue, and fro- 
zen Lif wish his wetting. Ualuckily, 
the lady, whofe fervant he was, gave 
him full permiffion to make, himfelf 
comfertable while the traces of the 
carriage were repaired. And here, 
had I patience and ability, might I ens 
large oa the folly of relying only on 
our own judgement, contrary to mae 
ture experience, good advice, the evie 
dence of our fentes, and the violence 
of a fnow-ttorm at might! Yet, foit 
happened, the lady witufe carriage we 
were in avould proceed ; it was only 15 
miles farther; the cou'd not anfwer to 
her father for fleepiag 04 the road in@ 
journey of 37 miles: therefore, in de- 


fiance of the elements in arms, {ow 
; we 
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two feet deep, a road but little fre~ 
qvented, fometimes mounted on pre- 
cipices, and at others dragging down 
rocks, did we afcend the carriage, like 
other Phaetons, to explore unknown 
paths befet with dangers:, 

Our fpitits were not in the moft ex~ 
alted ftate ; but we reliéd on our dri- 
ver’s knowledge of the road, which he 
could not fre, and on the weathier a- 
mending, of which there was nog the 
Jeaft probability. But, that fome com- 
fort may be derived from every fitua- 
tion, our dependence on thofe plaufi- 
bilities are a proof. Behold us, two 
‘Jadies and myfelf, plunged into.a fcene 
of troubles, not often, I believe, ex- 
ceeded, the parties to efcape with life, 
Now did winter exbauft all its ven- 
geance; all the furious efforts of the 
relentlefs North, all the accumulated 
’ blatts concentered,thickened with drifts 
of {now, feemed levelled at us alone— 
no partners in diftrefs—we had braved 
the ftorm, and now did we feel its 





rage. ‘Toadd to our difmay, the wind | 


\ was full in our faces. ‘ For Heaven’s 
fake, Ben, take care! How you drive! 
Do not go fo fait.”—** Why, Ben, do 
you ftop?— Ben !—He does not anfwer 
=—Ben !—Mercy deliver us, he is in 
liquor!” And fo indeed he was. 
How powerful is conviélion! how 
fierce does Danger look on us when we 
condefcend to fear ber! Winter—a 
florm—night—him on whom we de- 

ended intoxicated—-what a climax 
ell refumed her feat, but her 
power had fled with Hope.

cautious and circumfpeé in the ex- 
treme; by a performer, in his own 
Opinion, gieater thanthem all, As it 
was impoliible to recede, we had only 
to pray we might efcape. We wentat 
full {peed ; and, at one dreadful mo- 
Ment, we found ourfelves on the ex- 
treme edge of a bank, ‘near which the 
toad pafied, which we have fince 
found to be 30 feet in height. How 
Weelcaped, 1-know vot. A iphe foon 
‘ger dated through the Jeaflefs 
branches, and offered to us an afylum. 
Would any one believe it! The lady 
Befolved (and, as awe were not owners 
Of the carriage, could, not effeélually 
Ofpole her) to proceed: when (never 


/ 
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fhall I forget it!) the rays grew faint. 
All hope feemed to expire with thems 


and that one candle excited moreemo- 


tion than I ever experienced: before or 
fince, Our dangers imcreafed with 
every ftep; till, at two miles from the 
houfe where we bad feen the light, our 
troubles to all appearance ceafed; for, 
in a canter we drove up a bank, and ia 
an inftant were overturned, Fortu 
nately the horfes ftopped; had they 
not, that moment would+ have been 
our laft: entangled in the apron, we 
muft have been torn to- pieces. It was 
fomewhat fingular, we each received 
a contufion on our foreheads, but no 
other injury, Before we could difea- 
gage ourfelves, rhe {now almoft tifled 
us, and our limbs were nearly ufeiets 
from the cold. The fright feemedite 
have in fome meafure fobered the 
mao, who urged our immediate depay~ 
ture in fearch of the houfe we bad 
paffed, while he ftaid by the horfes, till 
he had affiftance. As the lady whole 
imprudence had occafioned al! ourdif- 
afters was young and ftrong, it was 
fettled the thou'd proceed; and L-was 
to proteét the lady that could not walk. 
fo well. View us now, wandering we 
knew not where; for, the (now flew 
in fuch clouds that not five fteps round 
us were vifibles; our clothes torn and 
driven before us, the wind hewling 
through a thick wood on each fide, 
and a bed of ice under our feet, from 
which we could not exiricate them. 
Many fevere fails we had; and, fo 
overcome with terror and cold, that it 
was wonderful we did not lie and fleep 
our lait. After impediments. beyaud 
belief, we again beheld the light; but 
at that inflant I vanifhed; and mo 
wonder, for I walked into a cellar nine 
feet deep. It was too full of {now to 
dread a hurt from the falis; but my-at- 
tempts to emerge were vain, it was 
pei pendicular on the fides. As foon as 
I could explain my fituation to the 
lady. with me, who, blinded as we 
were, could fearcely imapine what had 
become of me, I heard voices, whom 
we found were coming to our-relief. 
1 was foon releafed, and at latt reached 
the houfe, where to ovr furprize we 
found obr imprudense friend ina faint~ 
ing fit, with the cuthion of the phaeton 
at herfeet, and the family employed 
in aiding her seeovery. They wld us 
the bad bownce:) at the door, which the 
rathed into, exchaiming, “On! the 
lady and gentleman)? and immedi 

ately 
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ately fainted, The good people, terri- 
fied ata well-dreffed perfon loaded with 
a long cloth cloak, and a cufhion on 
her aros, hardly knew what to think, 
but direétly difpatched fiversl men to 
‘explore the road. Mifs P. could give 
no account why fhe had fcleéted the 
evthion to encumber. herfelf, but by 
fuppofing ir was imipretied upon her 
mind the fhould fave fomething, and 
that that firfi prefented itfelf to her 
grafp. We'were treated with the ut- 
moft kindnefs by the worthy Kennedys, 
at whole houfe we were compelled to 
semain three days and nights, during 
the moft dreadtul {now-florm ever 
yemembered, which drifted in fuch 
piles,’ that in fome places it ftood like 
tremendous precipices, overhanging the 
walls of houfes; fences were covered, 
and in many cafes the roads were not 
difcernible at all, The third day our 
mah was difpatched for affiftance, which 
he obtained, though with the lofs of 
three of his fingers frozen fo as to be 
taken off, A large party of gentlemen 
collefied their tenants and fervants,

But, 
though thesune mght have been ufed 
at the coronation of James, it will not 
follow that the words of the prefent 
fong were likewife ufed on that occa 
fion; and fuch a notion is open to a 
difficulty that will not be eafily ree 
moved, Scatter his enemies—make him 
vidtorious, ate phrafes that certainly 
would not have been intime, when the 
king had not any enemies, foreign or 
domeflic; nor would they have been 
in unifon with the fermon preathed at 
Wektminfer-abbey by Bithop Turner, 
The prelate’s text.was_1 Chron. xxix, 
ver. 23; his fubje&t, a paraljel in a vaw 
riery of inftamces between kings Solo- 
mon asd James atthe times of their 
re{pe€live coronations; and, at p. 26) 
it was obferved that ** his Majefty’s 
peaceful entrance upon his government 
was a fufficient, real, happy proof of 
an obedient pecple,” 

By A. M. T. (vol. LXV. p. go7) 
we are told it was ufed in the Chapel 
Royal ‘ as a hind of anthem,in which, 
from the fimsplicity of the air, mof 
people cou'd have readily joined.” And 
this, to be fure, might have happened 
either during the ill-concerted infure 
reGtion of the Duke of Monmouth, or

fuppofition, however, the fit and fe- 
cond ftanzas only of the’ prefent fong 
muft be meaner, there being fome lines 
in the third ftanza that moft have gi- 
ven offence to James and his confiden- 
sia council. Would sot the words 
may he defend our Jaws, and ever 
give uscaufe,” &c. have been deemed

Concerning the firft addre(s prefensed 
by the clergy of che City of London, 
on the acceffion of this monarch, it is

court; and tharit wis remembered to 
the difadvantage of others, who, fo’- 
lowing the pattern adopted in their ad-~ 
dreffes fo menacing a form.

A kind of anthem being an expref- 
- fion fomewhat equivocal, I fuggeited a

God fave us all,” imply that, after’ 
praying for the people as well as the 
king, this was'the conclufion. 

The third ftanza appears to me to 
have bzem added by a perfon whofe 
political tenets diff:red from thofe of 
the primary bard. In_it there is a 
trait of genuine Whiggi{m not percei- 
vable in the former ftanzas, though in 
pont of compofition it is of inferior 
merit.—- The lines, 

© May he defend our laws,

are very profaic and inharmoniouss¢

Mr. Pit faid, that.it was his intense 
tion to bring forward the bill-in every 
ftage with all conveniest difparch, un- 
tl the thir*, reading, which he thovid 
not propote till a‘ter the call of the

Mr. Sheridan regaided the whole 
proceeding in the fame light in which 
he confidered it on the former debate;

THE VIJIth volume of this work 

treats of the forty parithes of Dornoch, 
Eckford, Gigbha and Cara, Ladykirk, 
Douglas, Tweed/muir, Kilmartin, Auch- 
tertoul, Cairluke, Canifbay, Newburgh, 
Dundee, Cromdale, Tough, Stirling, 
Kelion, Apblegarth, Beith, Guthrie, Gle- 
morchy and Inifbail, Criech, Duffuty 
Dumbarny, Kelmalie, Torryburn, Ferry 
port on craig, Logit, Cadder, Muthil, 
Moy and Dalarofic, Lefic, Hawick, 
Clatt, Drymen, Edenkeillie, Monivaird 
and Stravan, Kilbride in Arran, Moon 
pie, Symington, Alloa. 

Dornoch was an antient epifcopal 
fee, of whole cathedral remain three 
ailes, forming the prefent church. Moft 
of the families of any diitin@ion con- 
neGted with the parith continue to bury 
within the church. In fome fort to re- 
medy this nuilance, the church was lofted 
fome years age, at the height of about 
feven fect from the ground: to this 
upper fory, which is the prefent place 
of worfhip, the afeent is by fairs from 
without, the ~~ area underneath ftill 
ferving as a burying-ground. —_ Not- 
withftanding this improvement,’ which 
is a confiderable one, the church is, 
from its yalt extent and ftupendous 
height, a very ‘incompettnt houfe of 
worfhip, being extremely cold, and 
beyond the powers of an ordinary 
Around ‘the cathedral is the 
charch- yard, without any fence, and in 
the centre of the burgh. It is the mar- 
ket-place; the county-roadruns through 
it.  Soine years ago the heritors of the 
parith and the magiftrares of the burgh 
entertained. a refolution to prohibit all 
A piece. of 

ground 
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round without the town was accord. 
ingly marked out for that ufey A day 
was fixed, beyond Which no perfon wag 
admitted to the old ground, and public 
intimations repeatedly made; but the 
prejudices of the people prevailed, and 
the projeA was relinquifhed. 
’ Such is the foil of Gigba, on the coaft 
of Argyle, that the ground muft be 
eleared of flones at great expence, 
The barbarous praftice of workin 
with four horfes a-breaft, which ftill 


. prevails in fome parts of the highlands, 


is faid never to have obtained here. 
But another praétice, not lefs barba- 
rous, is fometimes ufed, though not fo 
common as in other places; that is, ty- 
ing the harrow to the horfe’s tail. This 
is often done to fave the expence and 
trouble of harnefs, and fometimes to 
tame young horfes, as they term it, 
which indeed it does with a vengeance, 
For the honour of human paturey as 
well as from a regard to the fafety and 
éafe of that noble animal, to which we 
are fo thuch indebted for a great thare 
of the pleafures and conveniences of 
life, it is to be withed that other pro- 
pristors would form a refolution, as is 
now the cafe here, to put an effeétual 
flop to fuch cruelty (p. 48). 

The common opinion, that wood 
Will not grow in the Weftern iflands of 
Scotland, is contradiéted by faéts, by 
thé quantities of trunks found in their 
moffes, and che fine fprouts of oak, 
ath, and other wood, growing in the 
Valleys, or on the theltered fides of the 
hills, but in winter negleéted, and al- 
lowed to be eaten up by cattle, inftead 
ef being inclofed. The poorer inha- 
bitants are obliged to fetch fuel from a 
diftance, and frequently overload their 
boats with fatal confequences, Thele 
are arguments enough for raifing trees, 
if the inclination was equal to the ex- 
pediency (p. 45). 

. The tale of aa offenfive {mell from a 
number of flone-coffins ‘under a cdirn, 
Which “ obliged the diggers to drink 
Spirits, and keep always to the wind- 
ward-fide, and that, when they omitted 
thefe precautions, they had violent 
head-achs,” founds a litile exaggerated. 
Among the few plates in this volume is 
@ plan of this cairn, and feétions of 
Fecks and caverns through which the 
fea pufhes upakind of {pouts. It is 
the opinion of the minifter of Gigha, 
that, “were the labour and indutiry of 
fuch a number of able men as are in 
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got 


properly direéted and encouraged, the 
effets would, in a fore time, be fenfi- 
bly felt by the nation at ‘large; the 
moft valuable ‘difcoveries ‘might be 
made, inexhauftible’ magazines, and 
materials for every branch of manufac- 
ture, might be found cut, and the ex- 
ertions and inventions of a great part of 
the kingdom, whieh are now lving dor 
mant, might, happily for themfelves aud 
fociety, be thus brought into a@ion. 
The moft eff&tual means of bringing 
about fuch a change feems to be the 
leffening and regulating the duties on 
falt and coals, the ere€lion of towns ot 
villages, and the opening canals” (p, 
6 


9). 
The old caftle at Douglas was’ burnt 
by accident about 33 years ago (1758). 


The Duke, in his life-time, built one . 


“wing of a new caftle, of very trong and 
elegant work, in which there are be- 
twixt 50 and 60 fire-rooms. This win 
was finithed by Lord Douglas but it 
{the caftle] ftill wants a front and an- 
other wing to complete the plan. The 
dining-room is a moft elegant one, be~ 
ing 404% feet long, 2§ broad, and 18 
high. There is alfo a beautiful hangin 
ftair, which is much admired by afi 
people of tafte, : 

Marion Chifholm brought the plague 
from Edinburgh to Tawerdfinuir in 4 
bundle of cloaths; in confequeace of 
which a number of perfons died, and 
were buried in the ruins of their boufes, 
which their neighbours pulled down up- 
on their dead bodies (p. 8g). * 

The tafte for inclofing and uniting 
farms, which feems to be on the in= 
creafe throughout Scotland, will, per- 
haps, eventually be unfavourable to the 
population, and moft undoubtedly wo 
the perfonal chara&ter and morals of its 
inhabitants, whom it forces fromethe 
aétive healthy employments of a country 
life to take refuge in manufacturing 
towns and populous cities, which may 
literally be faid to be the graves of the 
human fpecies (p. 113). 

“Te need hardly be obferved, that the 
Scotch word Kirk, for a place of wore 
fhip, approaches nearer to the original 
Greck, Kugsos {KupOY oso}, thansthe 
Englifh word Courch, and ought, per- 

"haps, to be made ufe of, at leaft in 
Scotland.” We always imagined both 
kirk and church wéxe derived from the 
Saxon Cypuc; but, as fome affinity has 
been found between that language- and 
the Greek, it may perhaps bé a con- 
traétion, Kuz’ otn’e : 

- Fiuit 
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Fruit abounds more in Cairluke parith 
than in any other on the Clyde, or per- 
haps even in Scorland. A lift of fum- 
mer, middle or harveft, and winter ap- 
pies is given, amounting, together, to 
near so. forts, and of pears to 34 (p. 
s25-7). Among the diforders of ‘the 
pecith are reckoned three of the imagi- 
mation (p. 128): a man who, proba- 
biv, has an inveterate head-ach, 
afcribes it to a magician dropping ted- 
hot pins into his brain; a woman who 
has alternate fleas and talking fits; and 
a man who, difclaiming the merit of 
good works, refolved to abitain from 
them. for fix wecks, and got his maid 
with child; be feria nuge dutuntur 
gaisum. Mr. Scot is not deeply verfed 
in antiquarian lore when he fuppofes 
Watling-fircet a corruption of Vitellius- 
fireet (p. 136). At Carluke ante-nup- 
tia! fornication is difmiffed with a /e/- 
feonal rebuke like a private marriagé, 
fo that none are hardened by frequent 
@ppearances, and marriage is encou- 
raged in a1] (p. 141). 

n Canifoay, in Caithnefs, there are 
no raanufattures. Their common ap- 
parel is of home-growth and texture, 
generally dyed black. Their dra/s 
cloaths are ail imported. There are 
few fuperfiitious cuftoms among them, 
except the helief of. the occafional ap- 
pearance of ghofts and fairies, No 
geot'eman, however, of the name of 
Sinclair, ciuher in Canifbay, or through- 
out Caithnels, will put on green appa- 
vel, or think of eroffing the Ord, on a 
Monday, on which day they croffed it, 
fo dreficd, in their way to the battle of 
Flowden, where they fought and fell, 
without leaving a reprefentative of the 
name behind them. If the Ord muft 
be got beyond on Monday, the journey 
is performed by fea. A fuperttition 
thus derived from the heroifm of their 
aneeftors, and fo well calculated to ex- 
cite a fimilar {pirit in their offspring, 
Philofophy itfeif will allow to be pre- 
ferved trom oblivion (p. 156, m.) 

The dangers-arifing to navigation 
from the currents in Pentland frith, 
oceafioned by the collifion of tide and 
other varieties and irregularities, ren- 
dera lighthoufe indifpenfably neceflary. 
It is reckoned that 2000 veflels at lcaft 
pafs through this frith in the ¢ourfe of 
@ year (pp. 166, 167). 

The charter of Queen Mary conveys 
to the town of Dundee the place and 
= belonging to the Grey Cotdelier 

iers, for this {pecial reafon, that “the 
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formet burying-ground, in St. Cle- 
ment’s church-yard, was in the mid.yies 
of the town, and, by burying in it peff 
and othér éontagious ficknefs might be 
ingenerit and made to perfevewr” (pe 
225). : bi 

e Tough, in Aberdeenfhire, refides 
Mr. Byres, who, for the laft 30 years, 
lived chiefly at Rome, whete he was 
well known and defervedly refpeéted 
for his talte, learning, and integrity (p. 
264). He propoled to publith the 
Etrufcan Antiquities of Corneto, the 
antient Tarquinium, by fubleriotion, 
1767 (fee our vol. XLIX. p. 288, and 
XXXIV. 476), but with what fuccefs 
does not appear. 

The feccders at Tough feparated 
from their minifier in 1760, becaufe he 
was defirous of introducing the new 
method of finging, which he found acs 
ceptable to many of his pariflioners, 
They built a new kirk, and have now 
adopted the new mode of finging, 
which was the fole fource of the origi- 
nal rupture (p. 265). So much for 
Diffenting coniiftency! 

The Wefi church of Stirling, the 
prefent place of worthip, was ereélied 
by Cagdinal Beaton, and is a fplendid 
and magnificent fabrick, but very litle 
accommodated to the purpofes of Pref« 
byterian worfhip. It would need to be: 
almoft totally altered and repaired to 
render it either elegant or convenient. 
The abfurd pretence of its area being 
private property, held in no better fe- 
curity than the gift or conveyance of 
the kitk-feffion (fome of the pofl: ffors 
indeed tpund on grants from the town- 
council, for fome trifling confileras 
tion), is the great hindrance to this 
moft neceflary reparation. The area of 
the chureh ought never to be the pro- 
perty of any but the community at 
Jarge. C:mmon Senfe, as well as Re- 
ligion, dilate that the poor fhould have 
an opportunity of hearing the Gofpel as 
well as the rich” (p. 278). The mt- 
nifier of Stirling repeats his complaints 
of the want of room in the churches 
there for the poor, and recommends 
that churches be built, or places pro- 
vided, for their accommodation. We 
think he carties this complaint too fat 
when he extends it to every town, city, 
and borough, in Great Britain. He 
complains of the garrifon of invalids, 
about 200 men, in the caftle, as an idle, 
debauched fet of men, whofe connexions 
fpread poverty and diffolurenefs ;. and 
reprefents, in Rroog teams, the il} cr 
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of an increafing difillery. “ A diftil- 
ler working again time, as it is called, 
i, @. paying fo much dnnually per gal- 
lon for the contents of his flill, and 
working without controul, can now 
charge his ftill no lefs than 25 times in 


24 hours, inflead of once or twice as_ 


formerly, when he was regularly fur- 
veyed, This pours in fo great a quane 
tity of the commodity to the market, 
that it cannot mifs being cheap.” The 
manners of the inferior ranks are much 
hurt and debafed every where by, the 
great number of tippling-houfes, and 


the low price of ardent {pirits (p..2gt, 


295). Many other complaints are 
fet forth re{pe&ting the pogr, their cha- 
rafter, diftreffes, and mode of relief; 
f* obfervations unavoidable, from an 
attentive furvey of the manners of 
Many among the lower ranks of the 
people. With refpeé& to the manners 
of the inhabitants in general, there ig a 
fobriety, order, and decency, among 
them fcarcely to be expetied. The 
great body of the people in Stirling, 
ven of the principal people, do not yet 
think it below them to attend religious 
ordinances; and there are few who al- 
low themfeves th: praétice of jaunting, 
or making excu:fions on the Lord’s day, 
for the fake either of bufinefs or plea- 
are. Hence there is among them gn 
external decorum and fobernefs of 
mind, a freedom from giddinels, extra- 
vagance, and diffipatiqn, which ref{peét 
for religious inftitutions alone can pro- 
duce. Debeniy and focial intercourfe 
are not unfrequent among them, The 
only thing which interrupts this is po- 
Ktical jealoufy ; a demon which, at cer- 
tain feafons, unhappily rages too much 


in alinoit every litle burgh throughout, 


Scotland. Would magiftracy unitormly 
Maintain the dignity of that fituation, 
and exert itfelf with fpirit or boldnefs 
folely for the pyblic good, without any 
Segard to the prolongation of their ho- 
Pour, but juft as it refules from public 
fuffrage and opinion, this evil would 
meaty expire. So far as this evil refults 
rom diffentient principles in religion, ig 
i lefs {ufceptible of cure, Foy-this no 
vemedy can be found but the reftoration 
Of religion itfelf; which always renders 
n forgiving, affe&tionate, and gentle, 
and uniformly usites them in one” (p. 
96). ‘ The only jail of the county is 
ere. Petty chefis and debt are the 
ordinary caufes of imprifonment. The 
Falkisk diltriét of the county being the 
gt populous, and no public magil-

trate refiding there, ic uniformly fur 
vifhes the greateft number of prifoners, 
The banditti always crowd to a popu- 
lous place where there is no eftablithed 
authority. There fhould he, in every 
county, a public workhoufe for the 
confinement of the pilferers and formers 
who are found to be of thar countys 
Banifhment only increa(es th:ir necefs 
fity of ffealing’’ (p. 298), 

At Kelton, in Kirkcudbright, is held, 
on the firft Tuelday gfter June 17, O, 
S. the largeft hovfe-fair in Scotland, 
where there is generally a very fine 
fhow of all forts of horfes, and great 
refort of dealers from England, Ireland, 
and the Eaft, South, and Weft of Scor- 
land. A weekly market for black cate 
tle is held here every Monday, from © 
Oftober to December annually (pp. 
301, 302). 

In Carlenwark toch ifland wes found 
a large iron mallet, or hammer, flained 
on one end with blood (qu. rutt ?), fup- 
poled to have been an inflrument to kill 
the viétims in the Druidical time (p- 
306). 

‘The eel is the abhorrence of almoft 
all the common people in the highlands, 
who confidersthem as water-ferpents, 
and unft for the ule of man” (p. 344). 

The minifter of Glenorchy complaing 
of the inadequatenefs of wages and fers 
vices of female to thofe of male fer- 
vants, “Let not their sarnings, ade 
vanced as they are, be grudged; but tet 
4ll, who refpeé the temale charafter 
and female utility, regrec, that thefe 
earnings are often thrown away on the 
gewgaws of vanity and fathion. Every 
man of humanity is pleafed to fee them 
clad indecent and fuitable apparel; but 
it is painful to obferve, that whas fhould 
be a fupport to their future families, 
and a provifion for ficknef§ and old age, 
is mifapplied in the purchafe of filks, 
laces, lawns, and tinfel. But the mo- 
ralift may fpeculate on this female in- 
firmity as he choofes; as far as the lafs 
has cafh or cregit to procure braws, 
fhe will, flep by flep, follow hard after 
what fhe deems grand and fine jn her 
betters” (p. 350). ” 

“St. Connan, the tutelar faint of the 
country, betlowed his biefling on a 
well of peculiarly high falubrious wa- 
ter, On a little eminence hard-by, in 
an humble cot, there dwelt, aboue 20 
years ago, a poor old man, principally 
fupporced by this well. The whole day 
he fat principally at the door of his cor, 
ready to give the paflengers a drink 

from 
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from his favourite fpring, for which he 
received fome fmall confideration. It 
is incredible what quantities he himfelf 
drank for 44 § poe; that he lived near it. 
He never had 2 complaint; he arrived 
at the age of 85 or 86, in the exercife 
of all his mental faculties, The even- 
ing before he died he was feen drinking 
at the well as ufval; but, though his 
practice had prevented difeafe, it could 
not fave him from the hand of Death. 
He retired to his cell, and, in the morn- 
ing, was found déad in-his bed. A few 
fillings, {ufficient to fave the cxpences 
of interment, were got in an old rag 
Defide him. He exatied a promife of 
the minifter of the parifh, that none af- 
ter him fhould occupy the hut. About 
this he difeovered an anxiety nor to be 
accounted for, The day he was buried, 
the hut was demolifhed. It would not 
indeed have been cafy to have found a 
mew occupant, for the whole infide of 
chis folitary habitation was lined with 
fragments of coffins brought from the 
church-yard, year after year, as repairs 
were needed” (p. 351). 

“ With us in Scotland many of our 
country kirks are fuch dark, damp, 
and dirty hovels, as chill and reprefs 
every fenriment of devotion, They, be- 
fides, endanger the health of every 
clafs of worthipers, and encourage the 
indifferent and indolent im their negle& 
of inftitutions, with the facred obfer- 
vance of whith, moral obligation itfelf, 
and the public and private happinefs of 
man, are fo much and fo immediately 
connefted. To the honour, however, 
of all claffes of people in this country, 
jt may be faid with juflicc, that no 
where are the ordinances of Religion 
more refpe&ted or better attended, 
Perfons of the moft cultivated undeér- 
ftandings, and of the firft rank ‘in fo- 
ciety, are not afhamed to join in the 

blic Offices of devotion. Here cold 
and crac! Infidelity has not yet seared 
Jer banecful banner. Here the rich and 
poor meet together in the hovfe of 
God” (p. 352).—“ In no part of the 
Kingdom has patronage been exercifed 
with more marked attention to the he~ 
xitors and people of a parith than ia 
this couoty” (p. 354) 

The character of the people of Gle- 
porchy is thus drawn by their minifter: 
The inhabitants of this parith have, 
from time immemorial, been marked 
for peculiar regularity of manners and 
decency of conduSt. “<hey are, in ve- 
péral, fober, induflsious, and hymane ; 
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courteous, peaceable, and contented, 
They are all of the Eftablithed Church, 
and attend the public inftitutions of 
Religion with becoming attention and 
decorum, Here are no religious con-' 
troverfies to agitate the humag mind, 
to hurt the fecfings of the heart, and to 
render men fierce, injurious, and un- 
charitable to one another, Enormous 
crimes are unknown in this place, 
Law-fuits occur but feldom. The litle 


differences that arife occafionally among 


neighbours are fettled either by the 
good offices of a juftice of the peace, 
who refides in the parith, or by Lord 
Breadalbane’s chamberlain or fteward, 
when he comes to the country; and 
the {mall fines that are at times impcled 
for mifdemeanors are generally paid to 
the kirk-treafurer for. béhoof of the 
poor of the parifh. The fuperior clals 
of tackfmen live in commodious and 
decent houfes, in the enjoyment of the 
comforts of life, with order, neatnels, 
and hofpitality ; and even the middling 
and lower ranks of the peafantry live 
in a ftyle of plenty and cleanlinefs very 
different from that of their predeceffors, 
Formerly, indeed, much of that time 
which is now {pent-in ufeful indufiry, 
or acquiring mental improvement, was 
paffed in indolence, in the favourire 
dance, or in liflening to the captivating 
‘tales of other times.? A_ftriét atten. 
tion to credit, and a marked punétuality’ 
in difcharging every moncy-engage-’ 
ment, has long charaterifed even the 
pooreft villager of che country. The 
fimple promife, of the poor to pay, 
without any other obligation, will ge- 
nerally procure, from thofe who know 
them, the loan of money in their ftraits, 
and family neceflaries from the fhop- 
keeper. Such is the ftate of this united 
parifh, and {uch the general charafter 
of the people in it, May no furure 
fatiftical writer, in his accounts of ei- 
ther, have ever caufe to give a worle 
reprefentation of them!” Amen and 
Amen, fay we. 

Mac fan,,alias Kennedy, concealed 
the Pretender, notwithftanding tlerg 
was a reward of 30,0001. for his ap- 
prehenfion; and was at laft hanged for 
flealing a cow, which George II. de» 
clared he would have forgiven, had he 
known it in time.” 

The parith of Criech, in Siitherland, 
is reckoned one of the lasgeft in Scote 
land. The length from Eaft to Welt 
inhabited, is 1eckoned 24 compute 
miles; but the utmoft bounds “ 
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far into the hills and moors ‘between ir, 
aod Eddrachylis, and may ‘be reckoned 
upwards of go milés, ‘The breadth - 
variés from 2 tos ahd’ 16 miles. A 
mifionary minifter was fettled here up- 
wards of 2 years; and pteached every 
third fabtarh in the heights of Criech, 
for a falary of 25!. fterling from the 
king’s bousty, and 7 from the parifhes, 
and 15 computed miles Were under this 
aifon. The soyal bounty was difcon- 
tinued ih 1789; and Lady Rofs Baillie 
appointed a permanent miffion, with a 
better fatary and comfortable accom- 
-modations (p. 362-370). 
It is ay ee to introdtce a manu- 
Pinning and weaving cotton 
into the HIGHLANDS, by a company 
3 30 proprietors, at robl, a thare (p.

The epitaph on a failor in Duffus 
church-yard (p, 396) is common in 
évery {ea-port town in England. ‘Here 
are fome fenfible remarks on the lan- 
gaage of Morgythire, Englith, with a 
rovincial dialeét, but not convincing 
) favour of the Scotifh proaunciation 
(p. 396). “The people here became 
ré(byterians more from accident than 
from temper. During the aitesnations 
of Prefbycery and Epiicopacy they did 
pot at all difcover that decided prefer- 
énce to Prefbytery which marked che 
eftern and Southern counties. Had 
hot their fentiments been keener than 
ours on that pont, our ifland would 
probahly,.at prefen:, have had but one 
national church. At the Revolution, 
few of the clergy of this province cons 
formed to Prefbyterianifm, but availed 
them/elves of the indulgence whith the 
overnment gave of allowing them to 
femain on their benefices for life, on 
mifving co the civil government, 
And, in order to cherith Prefbytery, it. 
Was neceflarv, from time to time, to 
d clergy from the Southern ‘couv- 
ties to ferve the cure, The horror at 
e name of holidays, which once was'a 
chata“ieriftick of the Puritans and ¢7 xe- 
blue Prefbyterians, never wak polle lion 
f our Common people heré ; and they 
fii celebrate, perhaps without ever 
‘thinking of the origin of the piactice, 
St. John’s, St. Srephen’s, Chriftmas- 
day, &c. by affembling, i large com- 
panies, to play at foot-ball, dance, and 
‘make merry” (p. 399), 
The minifter. of Kemalie fays, ** The 
Aten, which has betéo impured as a 
ace to this quarter of the ifland, is 
ay Gest.

This is 
fufficiently exemplified by the avidity 
with which the * Travels” and “ Jour 
tals” of fych authors are ufually read, 
Por although, as ix has been well ob- 
ferved by an elegant writer, quored hy 
Mr. P. on this occafion, “ it is not al- 
ways eafy to obtain. information that 
hassnot already been communicacd by 
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fome former pen, it.will always happen 
that the fame objedts thall be Vaid in 
different lights by different perfons, 
and that the: reader will be infenfibly 
delighted with the appearance at leaft, 
if not the reality, of novelty.” It muft

ler. The author’s mode of wavelling 
was fuited to his charaéter of a gleaner,

i Brom a produfiion fo multifarioys it 
is difficult to fele& that which may 
seanvey a competent idea of the writer’s 
amanner. We, have not yet had an op- 
sportupity of feleGing the aflailable 
parts of this performance. Its errors, 
wed they are not a few, we mutt leave 
to futuse invefigation. At prefent, 
- we thall clofe our account with an ex-

It is cer- 
tain, that feveral detached fpors, in feveral 
different Englith counties, exhibit to the eye 
of the traveller as much of firnplicity, here 
and there as touch of the fublime, aud fre- 
quently more of ‘cultivation ; but) then 
thofe are to be confidered as:picked and 
-chofen places, and. are, therefore, particu 
lar; whereas the natural graces of Wales 
the fpontaneous fragrance of the wild

Turning over’ an antient chronicle of 
the: fixteenth century, under the title of 
“Res in Ecclefia et. politica chriftiand 

aab anno 4500, ad ann. 1600, autore 
Poti, theolog. doét. Rudolf. 1676,” 
found the following anecdote, which, 
for more than one reafon, deferves to be 
hed from oblivion, In a piece under 
name of “ Maufolea manihus Meizelii 


f op a Fr. Melch, Dedckindo, 1738,’" I 


it confirmed; and for this the reader 
B referved to Spanzenherg’s “ Mirror of 
Nobility,”” vol. I. book xiii, p. 445. 

A Gerjnan Jaily, defcended of a family 
Pong reiowsied for valiant feats of arms, 
and which had’ already given an emperor 
f& Germany, on a particular occafion’ made 
the formidable duxe of Alva tremble by 
her bold and réfolute conduét. As the 
‘ or Charles the Fifth, on his return, 
in the year 1547, from the battle of 
_Muhiberg, to his camp in Suabia, paffed 

ough Thuringia, Catharina, countef:- 
dowager of Sthwartzbarghi, born princefs 
of Henneberg, obtained of him a Jetier of 
Gile-prard,-that her firby-e&s might have 
Gant. Mac, March, 1796. 
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nothing to foffer, from she Spanifh army 
on its match through her territories In 
return for which, fie bound herfelf to al- 
low the Spanifh treops that were tran{port- 
ed to Riidolftadt on the Saalbrucke. to fup- 
ply themfelves with bread, beer, aud other 
provifions, ata redfonable price, in that 
place. At the fame time fhe took the pre- 
caution to have the bridge which fteod 
clofé to the town demolifhed in all hafte, 
and re-conftruéted over the river at a con- 
fiderable diftance, that the too gréat proxi- 
mity of the city might be no tempetion to 
her rapacious guefts, The inhabitants too, 
of all the places through which the army 
was to pafs, were informed that they 
might fend the chief of their valuables to 
the-caftte of Rudolftade. , 

Mean time, the Spanith general, at- 
tended by prince Henry of Brunfwick and 
his fons, approached the city, and invited 
themielyes, by a meflenger wham they. difs 
parce before, to take their morning’s 
repaft with the countefs of Schwartzburg. 
So modeft a requéft, made at the head of 
an army, was not to be rejected, | The an- 
iwer returned was, that they fhould be 
kindly fupplied with what the hufe afs 
forded ; that his ‘exeellency might came, 
and be affured of a welcome reception. 
However, the did not neglect, at the fame 
time, to remind the Spanish general of the 
fafe-guird, and to urge home to him the 
confcientions obfervaice of it. 

A fliondly reception, and a well-fure 
nifhed table, welcomed the arrival of the 
duke at the cattle. He was obliged to con- 
fefs, that thé Thuringian ladies had an ex- 
cellent notion of cookery, and did honour 
to the laws of hofpitality. Bui fearcely had. 
they taken their feats, when a mefflenger 
out of breath called the countefs from the 
hall. His tidings informed her, that the 
Spaniffe fol.liers had ufed violence in forme 
villages on the way, and had driven off the 
cattle bel nging to the peafants. Cagiiasina 
was a true mother to her eon cc, 
ever the pooréft of her fubjeéts unjuflly 
fuffered wounded her to the very quick. 
Full of indignation at this breach of faith, 
yet not forfiken by her prefence of mind, 
fhe ordered her whole retinue to arm 
themfeives immediately in private, and to. 
bolt and bar all the gates of the cattle, 
which done, fhe returned to the ball, and 
rejoined the princesy who were fill at ta 
ble. Here the cmplaned to them, in the, 
moft moving terms, of the wage the had 
met with, and how badly the imperial 
word was kept. They told her, laughing,. 
that this was the cuftom in war, and that 
fuch trifling diforders of foldiersin march- 
ing through a place were not tg be minded. 
“ fhat we fha'l prefently ev,” feplied the,, 
ftoutly. “My poor futjeés mult ive 
their own again, or, by God! (raifiag her 
vo.gs 
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voice in a threatening tone) prince” blood 
for oxen’s blood!"* With this.gmphatical 
declaration fhe quitted the room, which, in 
a few moments, was filled with armed 
men, who, fword in hand, yet with great 
reverence, planting themfelves bebind rhe 
chairs of the princes, took place of the 
waiters. On the'entrance of thefe fierce- 
looking fellows, duke Alva direétly chan- 
ged colour; and they all gazed at one ano- 
ther in filence and affright. Cut eff from 
the army, furrounded by a refolute body of 
men, what had they to do, but to faummon 
up their patience, and to appeafe the of- 
fended lady on the beft terms they could ? 
Henry of Brunfwick. was the firft that col- 
leted his fpirits, and {mothered his feelings 
by burfing into a loud fit of laughter; 
thus feizing the moft reafonable way of 
coming off, by turning all that had paffed 
into a fubye& of mirth; concluding with a 
pompous panegyrick on the patriotic con- 
cern, and the determined isitrepidity the 
had thewn, He entreated her to make 
herfelf eafy, and took it upon himfelf to 
bring the duke of Alva to confent to what- 
evér thould be found reafonable; which he 
immediately effected, by ind@cing the latter 
to difpatch, on the fpot, an order to the 
army to reftore the cattle, without delay, 
te the perfons from whom they hod been 
ftolen. On the return of the courier, with 
a certificate that all damages were made 
good,’ the countefs of Scliwartzburg po- 
litely thanked her guefts for the bonour 
they had done her caftle; and they, in re- 
turn, very courteoufly took their leave. 

"ft was this tranfaétion, no doubt, 
that procured for Catharina countefs of 
Schwartzburg the furname of The Heroick. 
She is likewife highly extolled for the ac- 
tive fortitude the difplayed in promoting 
the Reformation throughout her dominions, 
which had already been introduced by her 
hufband, earl Henry XXXVIL.; as well as 
for her refolute perfeverance in putting 
down the monks, an+! improving the in- 
ftruGion of the {chools. Numbers of Pra- 
reftant preachers, who had faltained perfe- 
cution on account of religion, fled to her 
for prote&tion and fupport, which fhe 
granted them ip the fulle(t extent, Among 
thefe was a certain Cafper Aguila, parifh- 
prieft at Salfeldt; who, in bis younger 
years, had attended the emperor’s army to 
the Nethe:lands, in quality of chaplain ; 
atid, becanfe he there refufed to baptife a 
cannon-ball, was fafeved to the mouth of 
amortar by the licentious foldiers, to be 
fhot into the.air; a fate which he happily 
avoided only by the accidenc of the powder 
not catching fire. He was now, for the 
fecond time, in imminent danger of his 
life, and a price of 5009 florins was fet 
upon his head, becaufe the emperor was 
enraged againit hm for having contume- 
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pit. Catharina had. him privately brought 
to her caftle, on the petition of the people 
of Sualfeldt, where fhe kept him maay 
months concealed, and caufed him-to be at- 
tended with the greatett affiduity, till the 
ftorm was blown over, and he could ven- 
ture to appear in publick, She died, uni- 
verfully honoured aod lamented, in the 58th 
year of her age, and the 2gth of her reign, 
The church of Rudolftadt is in poffeffion of 
her bones.” 


62. A Letter to Sir T. C. Bunbury, Bart. 
one of the Members of Parliament for the 
County of Suffolk,.on the Poor-Rates, and 
the high Price of Provifions, with Propofals 
Sor reducing both, By a Suffolk Gonjhceak 
EVERY entleman, who, in the 

prefenc diftreficd flate of the poor, em- 
ploys his induftry and ingenuity in de. 
vifing means for the melioration of 
their condition, deferves well of his 
couotry. This Suffolk gentleman ap. 
pears to bave b:ftowed laudable atren- 
tion upon tiris important fubje&; and 
fuggetis a plan which may deferve the 
coofideration of the publick. The in- 
creale of poverty among the lower 
clailes of the people, fo clearly proved 
by the vaft increafe of the poor-rate 
within the prefeot century, is, in this 
lerter, imputed, in a great meafure, to 
the almoft entire annihilation of’ the 
clafs of men, called yeomaory, by the 
janétion of {ma'l farms to compofe 
barge ones, The riches of a country, 
the writer jaftly conceives, do not cone 
fit in the great poffeffions of fome in- 
dividuals, but ia the content and wel- 
fare of the who'e community. To the 
more wealthy he recommends it, as the 
firt olje&t- of attention, to make the 
hufbindinan hapoier by raifing his 
wages, and reducing the prices of pe- 
ceffary articles of confumption. The 
project, by which he conceives this 
might, in fome meafure, be effeéted, 
we fha!l vive in his own words: 

* Suppofe that every owner of land to 
the amount of one bundyed pounds per an- 
num, lying within three miles of all popu- 
lcu§ market-towns, fhould be engaged to 
build a cottage, which might coft about 
fourfcore pounds, confifting of a keeping- 
room, back-kitchen, and pantry, with two 
bed-rooms over; and fhould fet out, at 
leaft, one acre of land, adjoining, or. as 
near to the fame as may he, for which be 
fhould be paid a rent equal to what the 
farmer pays for the reft of the piece of 
land ; it willbe found that, in proportion 
to the number of" cottagers of this defcrip- 
tion, will be the increafe, for fale, of mott 
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of the {mall articles, which are neceffary to 
all houfekeepers* ; namely, pork, pickled- 
pork, and‘bacon, ducks, fowls, chicken, 
eggs, potatoes, and garden-ftuff of al! kinds, 
apples, pears, plumbs, filberts, and other 
fruits, bees-wax, and honey. I infift much 
npon bees, which bring a certain profit, 
with the leaft trouble imaginable; befides, 
they are emblematic of the benefits of ine 
-—This quantity of land would oc- 
cupy the hufbandfnan when he could get 
no. work from the farmer; would be the 
fure means of fupport to his family, and 
‘Jeave a {mall furplus at the year’s end; for, 
two-thirds of the profit of an acre of land 
would be added to his income: the owner 
would have the pleafing gratification of 
feeing the children of the cottage ftrong, 
clean, and healthy, and the whole commu- 
nity reaping the benefit ofthis benevolence, 
without tdking any thing from his purfe ; 
inftead of the rags and {qualid mifery that 
now fo frequently prefents itfelf.’”’ 
This good work fhouvld be underta- 
ken by the united exertions of pubiic- 
fpirited individuals. 


' 63. Confiderations on the prefent Crifis of Afs

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1606 and 1626, in two volumes, folio, 
fo abounds .with corrupt readings and 
gaps, that the tafk of reading him is 
extremely unpleafant.

About'3 ic, the morning of. the 8th inf.

horn placed upon a tongue of land, which 
ran out about. fifty yards, thought, from 
the fteepnefs on each fide, to be almoft in- 
acceffibie. On the firtt thot, I immediately 

‘ran out as fait as the darknefs would per- 

mit me, and was met by’ Major Harcourt, 

field-officer ‘of the day. 1 found the men 
all paraded, and Brigadier-General Strutt, 
who had juft then received a wound in his 
face, exerting himfebf much with the 54th 
regiment. TI {till proceeded tothe left; but, 
from the darknefs, could not. diftinguith 
the enemy from our own foldiers (about 
this time.a French officer had got over our 
woiks, and was taken prifoner); and, nat 
being yet certain whether the enemy had 
taken’ poffeffion af the hattery to the left, I 
dire€ted’ Major Harcourt to reinforce that 
poft with the picquet of the goth; but, be< 
fore this could be done, I had too much 
reafon to -believe it was taken, and imms- 
diately difpatched a mefflenger to Lieute, 
nant-Colonel Grabam, to bring up the whole 
or part of the fecond Weft India regiment; 
but, before the meffenger had got many 
yards, a firing was heard on the right from 
the enemy, and ‘all along the front. In this 
fituation L Jeft Capt. Harrifon, of the light 
company ofthe s4th regiment, moft ace 
tively employed in. ufing every exertion to 
keep his men to their duty,,and was pro- 
ceeding t the right, by the goth regiment, 
to know what was doing there ; but I had 
{carce reached this regiment, when 1 heard 
the battery I had left wzs taken, I in- 
fiantly turned about, directing Major-Har- 
court, with all the men of the goth he 
could colle&, .to follow me and re-take the 
battery. 1 again met Brigadier-General 
Strutt between fome men, who informed 
me his leg was fhattered, and Capt. Hare 
rifon fhot through the theulder, 1 ftill 
puthed forward, ufing my beft endeavours, 
with other officers, to animate the men to 
their duty, many of whom at that moment 
were kitled and wounded. At this time 
the troops in the front and on the right of 
the. line gave way, and the enemy took 
poffeffion of the remaining battery. Ip 
this dilemina nothing but a retreat could be 
thought of. We rgached Biabou with in- 
confiderable lofs. The enemy hung on our 
rear and right; but, from the judicious at- 
tention of Lieutenaut-colonel Fuller (who, 
an every occafion, afforded me the moft 
realy affittance) and Lievtenant colonel 

Graham, they were keptof— Biabou being 

upwards of twelve miles from Kingftou, 

withoyt 
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without. provifton, and little ammunition, 
it appeared by no means prudent to take 
pot here; Itheréfore, as foon as tive men 
had got fome iittle reft, and it became 
dark (after having ordered firés to be 
kindled); refuted our march towards 
Kingfton unmolefted. Permit me, before

This ars 
was returned with great fpirit and evident 
good effect; and £ was much pleafed with 
* the conduét of Lieut. Goffet, in the hired 
lugger, and Mr, Knight, in the Diamond’s 
launch, who covergdthe approach and re- 
treat of the boats, The vetiels were all 
burnt, except an armed logger, which kept 
up her fire to the laft: The wind and tide 
fuiting at ro at night to come out of the 
harbour again, we weighed and repaffed 
the point of Herqni, from which we re- 
ceived a few. fhot, the enemy having found 
means to reftore one of the guns to activity. 
Our lofs, as appears by the inclofed return, 
is trifling, corfidering-the nature of the en- 
terprize, and the length of time we were 
expofed to the enemy’s fire. Theirs, 1 am 
perfuaded, muft have been great, from the 
numbers within the range of our fhot and 
fhells. The conduét of every*officer and 
man under my command meets with my 

Warmeft approbation; it would be fuper- 

fluous to particularize any others than thofe 

T have named; fuffice it to fay, the cha- 

ratteriftic bravery and activity of Britith 

feamen never was more confpicaous. Lieut. 

‘Pine will have the honour to prefent their 

lordthips with the colonrs which he ftruck

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Sir, I beg leave to inform you, that on 
the 13th inf. in confequence, of my letter 
to their lordthips from Falmouth, 1 ftodd 
cover tothe French coaft, in fearch of the 
Artois, who’ joified me on the 13th’ 
and om. thé aoth, at diy-break, having 
difcovered, from ‘the matt-head, -feveral 
fail of veffels in the, $,S.E,. the Saints 
bearing IN. N. Ey three or four miles, [ 
made the fignal to the {quadron under my 
command, confifting of the thips named in 
the margin*, for.a general chafe, and, .up- 
on our nearer approach, pergeived them 
to bea convoy of the enemy {tcering in 
for the land. At ten A. M. being up with 
part of the merchant-fhipsy IL captured 
four, and ordered the Valiant lugger to 
proceed with them to the neareft port. I 
continued in purfuit of the men of war, 
who were forming in ling a-head to wind- 
ward, and kept working to come up with 
the enemy, who, I foon perceived, were 
endeavouring to preferve their diftance 
from us, and to avoid an aétion, by their 
tacking at the fame time with oar thips; 
but, being at length arrived within half gan- 
fhot to leeward, the two fquadrons eu- 
gaged, and-paffed each other upon oppos 
fite tacks. Immediately upon. our ftern- 
moft fhip being cleared of the enemy’s line, 
I made the fignal to tack and gain the 
wind, which, by making a very ‘Mfhort 
board on the ftarboard tack, was obtained, 
Perceiving them rallying round the com- 
modore clofe ii fhore, and beginning to 
form again, 1 made the fignal for ours, in 
clofe order, to endeavour to break their 
line, by cutting off the rear fhip, and di- 
reéted the Galatea to lead down for that 
purpofe; but the enemy bore away, and 
made all fail poffible from us, and’ ftood 
intothe narrow part of the Raz de Fonte- 
nay among the rocks. I was, however, 
enabled to cut off their rear fhip. Night 
approaching, and being unacquainted with 
the paffage, I did not’ thinig it proper to 
cpntinue the purfuitefarther, at the rific of 
lofing fome of our fhips in fo difficult a 
pafs. Ihave every reafon to be convinced, 
from the firm fupport and zeal T hnve'at- 
ways experienced from the efficers and 
men of every fhip of the fquadron under 
my command, that the iffue ofthe coutgft 
would have been’ more coniplete if the 
enemy had heen more difpofed'to give tiem 
an opportunity ‘of trying their force. I 
have inclofed. an accyunt of the enemy’s 
force, together with the velfels of the 
convoy taken; and a lift of the killed and 
wounded on-board his Majefty4s thnps, 
whofe damages i thal! make‘all difpatth 
poftible inrepairing.

Madrid, Fan. 29. The entry of our So- 
vereigns into Bagades was truly magoifi- 
cent. Their Majetties alighted at the fue 
perb Palace of the Prince of Peace, and 
every day of their refidence in that city 
was marked by feafts and ifluminations. 
The Prince Royal amd the Princefs of Bra- 
zil, with the infant Don Pedro, arrived 
at the fame time (from Lifbon)} on the 
frontiers of Portugal, whege fome magni- 
ficent tents were pitched. Other tents 
were ereéted by our Sovereigns on the 
Spanifh territory, ‘and it was there that 
the interviews took. place between their 
Majefties and the Portuguefe Princes; at 
which the moft perfect friendfhip and cor- 
diality prevailed. 


Lifton, Feb. 1. All the elements feem to |

The rich provincés of Perfia have, for 
this century paft, been made the prey of 
internal divifions, Much deflation and 
bloodfhed have been nccafioned by the fe- 
veral Khans, or Nobles, who occafionally 
afpired to thé Sovereignty of the Country. 
The late rivals, who have fo prodigally 
fhed the blood of Perfia, and tong contend- 
ed with various faccefs, are Mahomed Alt- 
ly Khan and Lufty Ally Khan; the former, 
a Noble of the Cajer tribe, the fon of Haf- 
fer Khan, who was pat to death by Kerina 
Khan ; the latter, a Noble of the Zand tribe, 
the grandfon of Sader, the brother of Kes 
rim Khan,’ By the Jat news which has 
reached Bombay from Perfia, we learn thet 
Lufiy Ally Khan, after experiencing the . 
caprice of fortune, and being betrayed by 
the treachery of his adherents, fled, with a 
few partifaus, to the city of Kerman, 
which was immediately furrounded by Ma- 
homed Ally Khan. After a blockade of 
eight or nine mouths, the’ citizens, urged 
by famine and defour, opened their gates 
tothe mercilefs viétor. For feven days was 
the town delivered tothe pillage of a rapae 
cious foldiery. To,add to the horcors of 
this work of -rapine, the tyrant, in order 
to execute his veogeince upon the mot 
obnoxious, directed the extraction of their 
eyes; and fo many are faid to be the vice 
tims, that it is calculated two maunds of 
human eyes were the fruits ‘of this diabo- 
lical command. This tragic fcene was clofed 
by totally annihilating the city of Kerman, 
and patfing the plough over its foundation. 
Lufty Ally Khan is faid to have eteaped, in 
the confu‘tgn of she furrender, to Bamm, 
a {mall town to the Southward of Kerman, 
where he was {peedily overtaken. Being 
bronght into the prefence of Mahomed 
Ally, his conduct difeovered the magnani- 
mity of his (picit. He replied tothe charges

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of difloyalty with reproaches of contempt 
and defiance; and, in the end, was eon-- 
demned to the iofs.of hiseyes. Tus he fuf-.

his head. The fitherman went down ftairs 
to {peak with the cobler, but, feeing him 
coming towards him with his cutting-knife 

in hishand, attempted to-go up ftairs; but, 
ere he had goneshalf way, the cobler ftab- 
bed him to the heart, and thruft the knife 
with {uch wolence, that, when the poor 
‘fellow got into his own room, and cried 


out he was murthered, it was with great- 


difficulty the knife could be pulled out. 
He vomited a torrent of blood, and ex- 
pired immediately. We are forry to add, 
that, during the confu§ion occafioned.by this 
event, the muitherer made his efcapes 
but, as diligent fearch is making after him, 
it is hoped he will be brought to juftice.

rode over a woman, who was taken up 
for dead, but is likely.to recover. 
engines arrived from the Sun-fire- office, 
juft in time to fave the dwelling: houfe and 
the ret of the premifes, which ftood pa- 
ralle} with the range of buildings, &c. de 
ftroyed.. It having been mifreprefented 
in fome of the newfpapers, that this mit- 
chief was the effect of popular refentment, 
we are happy in having it in our pow- 
er to fay- that no man is more refpedt- 
ed than Mr, M. who has long borne an un- 
impeachable charaéter.in his neighbourhood 
and will fuftain the greater lofs by not-be- 
ing infured to the full amount, There

this occafion will turn back to a fimilar Car 
taftrophe in the fame county in May latt, 
reeorded in our yol. LXV. p. 432. 

The fame day a fire broke out at a farm 
houfe, near. Hegel Hempfed, which did 
moreextenfive mifchief, confuming, befides 
a great quantity of hay and corn, feven 
hundred pounds wo: th of wool, &¢, 
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March 7. The driver of the coach con- 
veying the mail from Gloucefter to Oxford, 
by a fudden jolt, was thrownoff on Gur- 
bridge Downs, about a mile from Witney ; 
the guard, in endeavouring to take poffef- 
fion of the reins, experienced the fame 
fate; and the horfes without a guide pur- 
fued their journey till they reached Witney, 
when the difmal groans of one of the wheel 
horfes, which was down, hurt the feelings 
of humanity, and called forth the affiftance 
of theinhabitants, whc immediately releafed 
the diftreffed animal; but hie was fo much 
lacerated and bruifed, by being dragged fe- 
véral yards on a very rough road, that he 
died the next day.. The coachman, who is 
véry much efteemed for his fobriety and ci- 
vility, isin a {tate of recovery. 

* March 8. Two farmers living near Pot- 
ter’s Bar, near Barnet, had wheat-ricks 
burat down, on account of their not having 
thrafhed any wheat fince the laft harveit. 
In the conflagration, the fire reached the 
adjoining ftables; and one farmer loft 12 
oxen, the other 12 horfes. 

Derby, March to. What particular’ ty ¢ en- 
giged the attention of the publick at our Af- 
fizes was a charge againft a woman of 
the’hame of Ann Hoon, aged 24, for the 
wilful murther of her infant child, about 
14 months old. The cirenmftances of this 
murther were as follow: 

On Friday lat, this poor creature, who 
is the wife of a labouring man, was about 
to heat her oven, and, being fhort of wood, 
had broken down a rail or two from the 
fencing round the pl mtution of a gentleman 
in the neighbourhood ; fome of her neigh- 
bours threatened her with a profecution, 
and told her fhe would be tranfported for 
it. This much alarmed her mind; and 
the idea of being feparated fron her cluld, 
of whom the had always appeared remar- 
kably fond, fo wrought on her imagina- 
tion, ‘that ihe formed the horrible defi en 
of putting it to death, in order that, by 
furrendering hertelf into the hands of “ial 
tice, the might be executed for the mur- 
ther, and fo be for ever re-united in hea- 
vén to that babe whom the -had loved 
more than life, As foon, therefore, as her 
hufband was gone cut to his labour, the 
proceeded to put this diabolical defign into 
execution: fhe filled a large tub with wa- 
ter, when the babe, fmiling in its mo- 
ther’s face, difarmed her:for the moment, 
and fhe found herfe!f unabte to commit the 
horrid faé&t. She then lulled the babe to 
fleep at the breaft, and, sitagping a cloth 
round it, planged it mto the tub, and held 
it'under water till life became extin&; 
then took it out of the tub, and laid it on 
the bed, and, taking her bat and cloak, 
locked her Areet-docr, and left ! her key at 
a‘neighbour’s for ber hufband, when he 
Mould return from his labour. She then 
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proceeded to walk eight or nine miles toa 
magiltrate, and, requefing admiffion ‘to 
him, told him the whoie ftory, concluding 
with an earnbft defire immediately ‘to be 
executed. She wastried this morning; and, 
many ftrong inftances of infanity for fome 
years pat appearing, the Jory found her 
Not Guilty. 

At Stafford affizes, a remarkable caufe 
was tried, in which Mrs. Dockfey, fitter 
and heir at law of the, late Peter Garrick, 
efq. of Lichfield, (br ther to’ the celé< 
brated David Garrick) was p!aintiff, and 
Mr. Panting, furgeon’of that town, defén- 
dant. The defendant claimed ail the real 
and perfonal property of the deceafed, 
(nearl y 39,000/) under deeds of convey- 
ance executed by Mr. G, at the advanced 
age of 85, to the-total difinherifonof all 
his relations and their families, and in de- 
rogation of many wills made in their fa- 
vour, the laft datedin 1791. Mr. Erfkine 
led the caufe for the plaintiff; and after a 
moft eloqueft and impaffioned opening’ of 
the cafe, which lafted upwards of two 
hours, and the examination of feveral wit- 
neffes, the caufe was relmquithed on the 
part of the defendant. 

Birmingham, March 11. Binns and Jones, 
two delegates from the London Correfpon- 
dent Society, regardle's of the laws and 
peace of the country, delivered (the one at 
the Swan in Swallow ftrect, and the other 
atthe Bell public-houfe, in Suffoik-itreet, 
in this town) their inflammatory Lectures;

About two o’clock in 
the morning, an alarming fire broke out at 
the hovfe of Mr. Hill, umbrelia-maker, in 
St, James’s Church-yard, in this city, which 
was entirely burnt down, and the family 
narrowly efcaped with their lives. Mrs. 
Hill, who had lainein on Monday enly, 
and was in a very weak ftate, was come 
pelled for fafety to fly from her bed, with- 
out any covering, and take refuge in a 
neighbour’s houfe, and fume of the chil- 
dren (there being feven in all) were with 
great diffculty*preferved by perions at the 
hazard of their lives, taking them out 
of the lodging-room windows.

Breviate of the Bill for the Cultivation of the 
Wafte Lands and Commons of the Kingdom. 

The bill-fets forth, that a confiderab'e 
portion of the lands, in tho‘e parts of Great 
Britain called England-and W ales, lie wafte 
and uncultivated; and the fad lands, or 
certain portions thereof, are (ubjeét to va- 
rious rights of common, or other rights in, 
upon, and over, the fame; and that it would 
be attended with great public advantage, . if 
fuch commons, waite and uncultivated 
lands, were allotted, and held in feveralty, 
and improved by cultivation. 

Therefore the bill enaéts, that it fhall be 
Jawful for hi? Majefty, his hew's and fuccef- 
fors, and all other perfons whomfoever, to 
enter into agreements for referring to com- 
miffioners the fetting out, dividing, and 
allotting, all or any part of the faid com- 
mons, walte and uncultivated lands, in 
the maaner directed by the till; and all 
agreements being fo made and entered into, 
being depofited with the cle: ks of the peace 
for the comnty, or plice where the lands 
fhall be, thall be binding on all parties ma- 
king the fame. 

There are Claufes to enable the Lords of 
the Treafury to give his Majefty’s confent 
to any fuch agreemrn!. But that the divi- 
fion, allotment, and inclofure, fhall not ex- 
tend to his Majetly’s foreits or chafes, 
without the confent of his Majefty’s offi- 
cers, asin the bill direéted—to empower 
guardians and truftees of incapacitated per- 
fons, and Jeffees of a defcription in the bill, 
to enter into fuchagrecmeuts. And the bill 


direétsy where the parties are unanimous, 


how commiffioners flail be appointed; and, 
where the parties are: not-uoanimoeus, that 
a certain proportion of the parties interefted 
mwy enter into agreements, aad have their

fhares fet out and allotted amongft them : 
and how the meetings fhall be appointed. 
That the parties interefted may flipulate in 
their agreements for particular allotments, 
or other articles, matters, or things, con- 
neéted with their refpedtive rights and in- 
terefts, to which regard fhall be had by the 
commiffioners in making .the allotments. 
And the bill direéts, in cafe of difference 
among the parties, how the commiffioners 
fhall be appointed. And in cafe of death, 
or rétufal, of commiffioners, -how the va- 
cancies fhall be filled up. That if any ob- 
jection fhall arife as to the proportions of the 
parties confenting, the fame fhall be deter- 
mined at the quarter-feflions. That a cere 
tain number of the commiffioners appoin' ed 
fhall be competent to a&t. That notice hall 
be given of meetings. That commiffioners 
may appoint furveyors; and that the tom- 
miffioners and furveyors fhall take an oath, 
direéted by the bill, before they aét. For 
making perambulations, and fetting out 
boundaries; and, in. cafe of difputes cons 
cerning the fame, the bill direéts how fuch 
difputes thall be determined. That the fur- 
veyors thall make plans and admeafures 
mets, and may make ufe of former fur- 
veys, upon the fame being properly authen- 
ticated. That commilfioners and furveyors 
fhall have power to,enter lands, to” value 
and farvey the fame. Phat the commiffion- 
ers may fettle and determine the claims of 
the parties in the manner direéted by the 
bill ; and may examine witneffes, and ad- 
minfter oaths to them, and for punifhing 
witnelfes in cafe of perjury. For fetting up 
gates and fe1.ces at the ends of the roads and 
highways, for preferving the hedges. That 
the roads fhall not be depaftured with cat- 
tle fur a limited time. For allotting lands 
for materiils for repairing the roads; and 
for Supplying the cotrages with fuel. For 
makJng allouments for the ufe and conveni- 
ence @ {moll tenements or cottages; and 
that commilfioners thall have particular re- 
gayi to contigmty in fetting out fuch allote 
ments, That encroachments within a cere 
tain time fhall be leafed out to perfon: oc- 
cupying the fame. That commiffioners 
may divert freams or currents of water; but 
not to prejudice any mill, mill-ftream, &c. 
or any perfon entitled to the fame. For 
making allotments. according to previous 
ftipulations to tifhe-owners, in compenfa- 
tion for tithes of the lands to be inclofed, and 
giving a power of leafing fuch a'lotment, 
Tht the tithe-owner may accept of tithes 
rents inmoney, ora cornerent, to be afcer- 
tained in the manner dire¢ted by the bill; 
with power to vary and to teover the 
fame. For making an allotment to the own 
ers of the foil. That the refidue fhall be 
appointed among the parties interefted, 
where they all confent; and where a cer- 
tain proportion of the parties are affenting, 
aud the remaindey are diffenting, the bill 
dire 
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dire&ts in fuch cafe how the fame fhall be 
apportioned, declaring what lands fhall be 
exempt from reétorial tithes for a limited 
time. To prevent the inclofing of lands 
upon which markets and fairs, or races for 
King’s plates, have been held or run, That 
the commiffioners fhall give notice of fetting 
out the allotments; and, in cafe the parties 
are diffatisfied therewith, the bill directs 
how the fame fhail be determined; that the 
proprietor fhall accept and fence the allot- 
ments within a limited time; and, in cafe of 
refufal, the bill dire&s how the fame fhall 
be done. For impofing penalties on theriff, 
&c, making default of obeying precepts. 
That commiffioners fhall have regard to fi- 
tuition, contiguity, quality, and quantity, 
in making allotments. That the refpective 
perfons may make exchanges, with confent 
of commiffioners. Thatthe allotments and 
exchangés fhall be held by the fame tenure 
as the rights in refpeétto which they are 
made, That old .inclofures may be dif- 
charged from tithes, by agreement. of the 
parties interefted. That the commiffioners 
fhall make an award, and that the fame 
fhall be enrolied and depofited, as in the 
bill is mentioned. That perfons, thinking 
themfelves aggrieved by the awardg may 
apply by petition tothe Court of Exche- 
quer; which Court may hear and deter- 
mine the fame. That, in all caf’s where. 
compenfation is made for tithes, the tithes 
payable in, kind to ceafe from the time af- 
certained by commiffioners, That the com- 
miffioners fhall be a!lowed a certain fum of 
money for their trouble, and fhall enter 
their accounts in books, and produce their 
vouchers. That tenants for life, and others, 
may mortgage their allorments for a limiced 
fum, for the purpofe of inclofing, &c. and 
hall keép down the intereft thereof; and 
that fuch mortgage may he transferred, as 
in the bill is mentioned ; or may charge 
their allotments with fuch moneys, either by 
deed or will. That-no leafes fhall be void; 
but that compenfation fhalt be made to the 
leffees, for deprivation of common rights. 
That perfons advancing money fall be re- 
paid with lawful intercft. ‘ That the exe- 
cution of tite act fhalt rot be delayed or 
prevented by the death of parties. And the 
bill dire&ts by whom the exyfences of car- 
rying the aét into executivn fhall be paid, 
exther by fale of part of the Jands, or rate- 
ably.

Amidft 
the feflivity, the city-marfhals made their 
appearance, and the ttewardscarried charace 
teriftic banners before a grand proceffion 
of the numerous objedis reftored to life by 
the indefatigable exertions of the medical 
atliftants; a pleafing circumftance, which 
could not, fail to excite in the breaft every 
tender, every fympathetic emotion. Dr. 
Hawes, lately eleéted treafurer of the 
fociety in the room of Dr. Lettfom, opened 
the bufinefs of the meeting, in an addrefs 
replete with found reafoning and enligh- 
tened argument; he entered.into a minute 
detail of the. finances of the inftitution; and 
regretted an informality in the will of the 
late Mr. Hopkins, in refpe& to thecharity, 
which during his life he had warmly fup- 
orted; (a fubjeét which we have already 
amply difcutfed, vol. LXV. pp. 657, 834, 
gt.) The Doétor then faid, that more than 
2009 lives had been. reftored to their pa- 
rents, families, and to the ftate; and dwelc 
upon this fubje&t with an energy and pa- 
thos which did honour to dis feelings, and 
evinced that the fociety was eminently cale 
culated to promote the moft valuable ine 
terefts of the Britifh empire. He laid a 
fingular ftrefs upon thofe, who, from a va- 
riety of caufes, were going to plunge theme 
felves into eternity with all their accu. 
mulated offences upon thgir heads, if the 
arms of mercy had not been ftretched out 
to them by the inceffint exertions of the 
medical affiftarits. He then faid, that in the 
lait. month a diftraéted woman had hung 
herfelf, but was reftored tolife, and, to her 
feven children, by this noble inftitution. 
Dr. Hawes concluded his addrefs-on a cir 
cumftance of the utmoft importance—the 

great vamber of canals lately made in this 
kingdom. It is impoffible, upon this oc- 
cafion, to do juftice to his arguments. He 
fai, every Briton mutt rejoice atthe exten- 
fion of the trade and commerce of this 
country; but, as this trade muft, neceffarily 
be carried on by the induftrious poor, it 
was an objeét highly worthy the attention 
of every friend to humanity, to form plans 
Sor the prefervation of life; for, the riches of 
a nation would be dearly purchafed -by the 
premature: death of our fellow-creatures. 
Having treated this fubjeét with. clearnefs 
and perfpicujty which evinced a confum- 
mate knowledge of the refufcitative art; 
, we 
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we muft add, that the repeated applaufes he 
received, whilft he was fpeaking, were the 
honeft unpremeditated effufions of more 
than 300 gentlemen, affembled to enjoy 
The fealt of reafon, and the flow of feul.”’

As a minifier, he was diligent aod 
induttrious; and, like a wife and faithful 
pattor, never defifted from his fpiritual 
‘employment till compelled to refign to the 
infirmitiesof Age and the decays of Nature. 
Asa magiftrate, he was as cautious as he 
was able and‘ufeful, equally as free irom 
corruption as partiality. In his private 
converfation he: was lively and facetious, 
agreeable and entertaining without levity, 


‘ and always confiitent with the dignity of 


his charaéter.

Among the number who unhap- 
pily. perithed on-board the Leda frigate, 
off Madeira, Mr. John Monins Le Geyt, 
midthipman, youngeft fon of Robert Le 
Geyt, efq. of Canterbury ; a young man 
of very promifing talents, which, joined to 
an excellent difpofition, made him uni- 
verfally beloved. His. parents have to la- 
ment the lofs of a third ornament of theit 
family within the fhort {pace of 9 months, 
In April, 1795, they were -deprived of 1a 
moft amiable, accomplifhed, and only 
daughter, at the age of 19; and, a few 
weeks afterwards, of their fecond fon, aged 
18, a firft lieutenant in the royal artillery, 
who, falling a victim to the fatigues of the 
fervice at St. Lucie, left a charatter, amply 
teftified by his {uperior officers, and by all 
who knew him, as worthy a clofe imita- 
tion in a profeffiona! as well as private line. 

Aged 51, M. Dombey, a celebratéd 
French botanift, who was employed,- for 
feveral years, by the King of Spain, in col- 
leéting and defcribing the plants and other 
natural productions of Peru. After his re- 
turn from that country hé retired to Lyons, 
and coutinued to refide there till lately, 
when he was appointed, by ‘the National 
Convention, to undertake another yoyage 
to America, for the purpofes of natural 
hiftory. He accordingly embarked at 
Breft for Philadelphia; but the fhip he 
was on-hoard was taken by the Englith, 
and carried into Antigua, where he died. 

At Vienna, in his 77th year, Count 
Trautmanidoiff, the Emperor’s chame 
berlain. 

At Ballyfermott-caftle, near Dublin, 
Capt. James-George Proffor, of the Ply- 
moiith divifion of marines. His death was 
occafioned by a liver-complaint, contracted 
oni the coaft of Africa. He had the honour 
to ferve on board the Impregnable, Admi- 
ral Cakiwell, on the firft of June. He was 
a gentleman of infinite humour, pleafiog, 
though harmlefs wit, and cheerful convi= 
viality ; admired while living, and’ regret 
ted now no more. 

In Ireland, Col. Henry Bruen, deputy 
quarter- mafter-generalto the army the laft 
four years of the American war. He died 
poffeffed of the greateft fortune ever amaf- 
fed in the army line, the great Marlborough 
not excepted. By his will, lately made pub- 
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fic, it appears, he has left 12,0001. per an- 
num to his eldeit fon; 40001. ditto to his 
fecond fon ; and 300cl. ditto to his third fon ; 
with 50,00cI. to each of his daughters, and 
a Jarge jointure to his widow. It is fuppo- 
fed, with mortgages, &c. that he died worth 
balf a million.

bers was defcended of the ancient family 
of Chalmess in Scotland, barons ef Tartas 
in France.

At a very advanced age, the Hon. 
John Forbes, the oldeft officer in the navy, 
and general of Marines, He had been a 
pott-captain exaétly 60 years, having been 
appoinged in March, 1736. . He was made 
a rear-adiniralin Joly, 1747, and a- full 
admiral in February, 1758. In 1781 he 
was agoainied admiral of the fleet, He 
was afingular inftance of longevity, accom, 
panied by fo much infirmity. For the taft 
20 years of his 1 fe he was never able to: 
ftand, nor could he fcarce turn lrimfelf_ tn 
bed without affiftance, beivg lame in both 
hands and feet. This officer was remark 
able for his extenfive and univerfal know- 
ledge of naval affairs, having ftudied them, 
in ali their branches, with a perfeverance, | 
and ob‘erved upon them with an acutesefs 
and judgment altogether unparalleled. His 
mind was capable of embracing the greateft 
and moft complicated objeéts ; and, having 
bent it towards the ftudy.of that profeftion, 
of- which be was alowed, by the aniverfal 
voice of his Contemporaries, to be a prin= 
cipal ornament, he-attained fuch a fummit 
of nattical fkill as rendered him tbe oracle 
of. all who were moft eminent; whether 
in the direétion of the fleets of the nation, 
or in the equally arduous tatk. of fuperinten- 
ding: the civil departments of the. different 
branches ofthe Marine. In the earlier part 
of his.life, he was peculiarly noticed as aa 
able, evterprifing, and intrepid officer. He 
ferved witli much reputation uuder Sir John 
Norris; and was no,lefs diftinguifhed as 
captafn.of the Norfolk, of 80 guns, in the. 
aétion of Mathews aud Leftock with the 
combined fleets of France and Spain, when 
his gallantry contributed-in a high degree to 
faye his brave friend: Admiral. Mattiews, 
whofe fecoud he was in that engagement. 
Sv bright. was. his honour. and fo clear his 
reputation in thofe turbulent’ days, that 
though his évidence: on the trial pt. the ade 
miral went wholly againft: Admiral Leftock, 
yet that officer. was often heard to declare, 
That Mr. Forbes’s teftimony was given. 
like an officer.and a gentleman.” in Lord. 
Chatham’s glorious war, Admiral F. was 
fele&ed asthe ableft affidant:the fult lord 
could have in the management of the: adt- 
ralty, and conduéted himfelf: in a manner 
highly. creditable to his-abilities, apd ems 
nently ferviceable to his cduntry. “When: 
the warrant for executing the unfortuna@ 
Admiral Byng was offered for ame? 
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the admiralty board, Admiral F. refufed to 
fign it; at tne fametime hambly laying at 
his late Majefty’s feet his objeétions. A 
copy of the paper given by the admiral to 
his Majefty, on that occafion, may be feen 
in Smollet’s Hiftory of England ; it is well 
worthy the attention of all men of honour, 
as it contains, perhaps, the beft fpecimen 
of an upright and independent mind, and 
an honeft and benevolent heart, that.is to be 
found in aby langauge. The following 
anecdote is welt known iu the naval and 
political cireles : During a late adminiftra- 
tion, it was thought expedient to offer a 
noble lord, very high inthe naval profeffion, 
aud very defervedly a favourite of his So- 
vereigh and his country, the office of gene- 
ral of the marines, held by Admiral F. and 
fpontaneoully conferred upon him by his 
Majefty, asa reward for his many and long 
fervices. A méflage was fent by the mi- 
nifters, to-fay it would forward the King’s 
fervice if he would refign ; and that he 
fhouild be no lofer by his accommoidating 
the government, as they propofed recom- 
mending it to the King to give him a pen- 
fion in Ireland of 30001. ayear, and a peer- 
age to. defcend to his daughter. To this 
Admiral F. fent an immediate anfwer ; he 
told the Minifters the generalfhip of the 
marines was a military employment, given 
him by his Majefty, as 4 reward for his 
fervices ; and that he would not condefcend 
to accept of a penfion or bargain for a 
peerage. Heconcluded by laying his gene- 
ralfhip ofthe marives, tog-ther with hisiank 
in the navy, at the King’s feet, entreating 
him to take both away, if they could for- 
ward his fervice ; and, at the fame Time, 
affiring his Majefty, he wovld never 
prove himfelf unworthy of the former lio- 
nours he had received, by ending the rem- 
nant’ of a long life as a penfiouer, or: ac- 
cepting of a peerage, obtained by political 
arrangement. His gracious Mafter - ap- 
plauded his manly fpirit, ever after con- 
tinued him in his high military. honours, 
and, to the day of his death, condefcended 
to thow him ftrong marks of lis regard.—
